Thank you for the helpful article 
by C. Ralston Smith evaluating the 
ministry of non-denominational youth 
organizations, and the comments by Dr. 
Barnhouse (July 59). 

Having engaged in both  non- 
denominational and denominational 
youth work I must confess there is 
truth in Dr. Barnhouse’s charge that 
much non-denominational youth work 
is conducted on an immature level. 

On the other hand some denomina- 
tional people must admit that if gaudi- 
ness is the sin of non-denominational 
workers, our denominational people 
have been guilty of another sin, per- 
haps equally tragic in its results, of be- 
ing so intent on doctrinal purity and 
orthodox behavior that they utterly fail 
to communicate the gospel to today’s 
pagan young generation. 

To transmit the gospel to young peo- 
ple in an immature manner is bad. 
Jsn’t it just as bad to hide the Message 
under a bushel of stilted formalism? 

If these non-denominational leaders 
have done nothing more than to jar 
denominational people awake to the 
need of speaking the gospel to young 
people in terms they can understand 
they have, in my judgment, served a 
worthy purpose. 

When local leadership of non- 
denominational youth movements is 
strong—and this is the key factor as 
Dr. Barnhouse rightly points out—and 
when these leaders acknowledge the 
prime position of the local church’s 
program, many denominational leaders 
and pastors have learned to value the 
ministry of these organizations. Their 
work frequently constitutes a strong 
arm of assistance to the local church.

PAPAL INTERFERENCE 


The new Pope, it was assumed, 
would relax the Roman attitude to- 
wards left-wing parties. But now he 
has made an extremely strong state- 
ment forbidding Roman Catholics to 
vote for any party which forms an al- 
liance with Communist delegates to 
maintain their power. Votes may not 
be given for parties or candidates who 
do not themselves deny Roman Catho- 
lic principles or may profess them- 
selves Christians “but are in fact allied 
with Communists and assist them by 
their course of conduct.” No official 
translation of the phrase has been 
given (re tamen communistis sociantur 
et sua agendi ratione favent). 


Many practical problems will arise. 
In Italy itself Christian Democrats 
wish to contend with the Communists 
for the minds of some of the splinter 
parties, such as the Nenni Socialists, 
which are between them and the Com- 
munists. The Papal decree has also 
caused consternation in Sicily where 
the Christian Social Union party now 
works with the Communists to obtain 
a ruling majority in the local assem- 
bly. 

To me, one of the most significant 
facts is that the whole matter has been 
practically omitted from report or dis- 
cussion in the American press. That 
Roman Catholics should be told not 
to vote for the Communist party is 


understandable. That they should be or- 
dered to vote for any party or candi- 
dates whom their bishops judged to be 
fellow travelers is something else 
again. 

In practice the Roman _ hierarchy 
does not act in the United States as it 
does where it has dominant power. 
American spokesmen for the Vatican 
may say that the matter could not af- 
fect the United States, but if either 
the Republicans or the Democrats in 
New York City, for example, in a very 
close election, decided to accept the 
endorsement of their candidate by the 
American Labor Party, which polls 
several hundred thousand votes in that 
city, the Cardinal Archbishop of New 
York could act under the present Papal 
ruling and order all Roman Catholics 
to vote against the main party. 

wWe agree with the Christian Demo- 
crats of Sicily that this is a grave in- 
tervention in domestic politics by the 
Vatican. Let us never forget that the 
Roman Catholic Church believes be- 
yond question that the Papacy has 
been established by God to rule over 
the earth including all civil govern- 
ments.

And what an illustration we as be- 
lievers have in such an incident. The 
Byram-cum-Sutton bus shelter was un- 
important to most of the world, but for 
the people who might have had to stand 
in the rain it was of daily importance. 
Someone has said that while our great 
matters are little to the power of our 
God, our little matters are great to His 
love. There is no request that we ever 
bring to Him which is triviality time. 
The Lord God of the universe is in- 
terested in all the little bus-shelter prob- 
lems that face us in our daily lives. “In 
everything by prayer and supplication 
with thanksgiving let your request be 
made known unto God” (Phil. 4:6). 
And also, “In everything give thanks” 
(I Thess. 5:18). 

How wonderful it is to be able to 
come to Him, as the Father, with all the 
little nothings of life that are irritable 
to us because of the nature of our 
Adamic being, and to know that He 
loves us and that He cares. How won- 
derful an insight into the nature of the 
God of the universe who can be able to 
feel for our infirmities. That the Mother 
of Parliaments should take 15 minutes 
to discuss a bus-shelter is amazing; that 
the God of the universe should be able 
to come through and be patient with 
my impatience, loving with my un-love, 
forgiving with my offences is a revela- 
tion of Almighty wonderfulness that 
bows the heart in worship. Think of it! 
He is our God! That’s the kind of a God 
He is!

A good illustration may be found 
in the Roman Catholic press recently, 
A Jesuit priest, Daniel O’Connell, di- 
rector of the Vatican Observatory, said 
in the official Vatican daily, Osser- 
vatore Romano, that it would be “rash 
and even presumptuous for anybody, 
in the present state of scientific 
knowledge, to deny the possibility of 
the existence of rational life on some 
other heavenly body or bodies.” 

Because of the position of the writer 
and the paper in which he wrote, the 
article got mention all over the world. 
But now, without cheating, what did 
O’Connell really say? Be honest. Did 
you, first of all, grasp the fact that he 
was talking about rational life, and 
that this means creatures who are able 
t@ reason as we are able to reason— 
that is, therefore, creatures with im- 
mortal souls? 

Again, do you have the impression 
that the writer said that it would be 
“rash and even presumptuous for any- 
body, in the present state of scientific 
knowledge, to deny the existence of 
rational life on other planets than 
Earth?” If so, you made the same 
mistake that some papers made when 
their editors left out the word possi- 
bility. He did not say that it would be 
rash to deny the existence of life, but 
that it would be rash to deny the pos- 
sibility of its existence. Yet one paper 
quoting the story, wrote the headline, 
“Life likely on other planets, Jesuit 
says.” 

When the story was checked, it was 


| discovered that the news service left 


out the word possibility in its first 
sentence, although it put it in by 
paragraph six. On top of this the head- 
line writer added the word likely. On 
a follow-up the Vatican astronomer 
said that it would be “rash and pre- 
sumptuous for anybody to say in the 
present state of scientific knowledge 
that rational life is likely on planets 
other than Earth.” 

I was glad to have found this bit of 
trouble in Roman Catholic reporting 
because some of our own readers 
sometimes fail to read straight. Fan- 
tastic conclusions that . have been 
drawn from plain statements in ETER- 
NITY simply because people failed to 
read plain English. For example, I 
once wrote that Seventh-day Advent- 
ists had to be considered as members 
of the body of Christ, although I 
strictly stated that I thought some of 
their doctrinal positions were fantastic. 
Lo and behold, some thought that I 
had become a member of that group! 
When I rated Nasser and Mao as men 
of the year, some thought I was be- 
coming an anti-Semite or a pro- 
Communist! He that has eyes to see, 
let him see! 
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BRAZIL REPORT 


OR MOST PEOPLE Brazil is one of those faraway 

places with strange sounding names. I had once 
touched down for a day or two on its eastern tip to 
catch a plane for Africa, but this was my first oppor- 
tunity to see Brazil in its vastness. 

We were on the first jet flight from North to South 
America, and the first class was filled with dignitaries, 
such as the Argentine. Ambassador to the U.S. and the 
Argentine Secretary at the United Nations. We were 
assigned the front seats in tourist class, and when the 
jet took off we saw the curtains that separated us come 
backwards as though borne by a breeze. There was no 
breeze, and we suddenly realized that gravity was 
keeping them perpendicular while we were climbing 
into the skies at several thousand feet per minute. Ten 
hours later we were in Rio! 

Ten hours! The earliest missionaries took 40 or 50 
days, and even more to get into the interior. But today 
time has lost its meaning and distance is annihilated. 

A couple of days later, after I had finished one of my 
Bible studies, I told mission executives in Santos that 
if I had had to pay duty on the amount of ignorance I 
had imported to Brazil, I would be bankrupt. 

One of them remarked that, with that attitude, I 
might really learn something. 

At least I would not make the same mistake as that 
made by one religious leader who came to Brazil, 
hired a hall, secured a translator, and began to speak. 
He began, “The Antichrist is active in the world to- 
day.” The translator, a distinguished Britisher who has 
spent his life in the cause of Christ in Brazil, translated 
these words into Portuguese. 

The speaker went on, “Some of your Protestant 
leaders are doing the work of Antichrist.” This too was 
translated.

But with the third sentence the speaker began to 
name the names of some outstanding Christian leaders 


‘as being the workers of Antichrist. The interpreter 


stopped and said to the speaker, “You mean so-and- 
so?”

The trouble-maker said, “I got you here to translate 
for me. Are you going to translate what I say or aren’t 
you?” 

“T am not,” the British gentleman said, explained to 
the waiting audience and then walked off the platform. 

I knew that I had not brought that kind of ignorance 
to Brazil, and I soon began to know and love the mis- 
sionaries with whom I was working daily. And as the 
weeks passed, I began to learn much about Brazil. 

Brazil is in three geographical parts. The whole is 
much larger than the United States, and the land stands 
at the threshold of a development, according to scores 






















work in the old style manner.” 


of observers, equal to that of the United States in the 
19th century. The first part of Brazil, that seen by most 
tourists, is the coastal strip which was settled in the 16th 
century and which has contained most of the growth 
and civilization for the past 350 years. The second part 
is the great valley of the Amazon, which lies under the 
dead weight of equatorial heat, steaming, infested 
jungle. The third part, larger than the Mississippi val- 
ley, and with a present population of about one to the 
square mile, is mostly high plateau with a delightful 
climate and contains some of the most fertile land in 
the world, with a super-abundant supply of water and 
a potential that is incalculable. Certainly it is capable 
of feeding twice Brazil’s present population of 60 
million. 

As I write, we have just come down in Salvador, 
Bahia, after a little more than 4,000 miles of flying into 
the interior. We were in a Cessna 180, property of the 
Central Brazil Mission of the United Presbyterian 
Church in the U.S.A. and piloted by Bill Elton, one of 
the best pilots and missionaries I have met. He and his 
wife Ami were student members of Tenth Presbyterian 
Church in Philadelphia during their school days and we 
had three weeks of delightful companionship with him 
as we went to the very center of South America. Our 
route, in the single motored plane, was from Sao Paulo 
to Belo Horizonte, to Porto Feliz near Bom Jesus de 
Lapa in the San Francisco valley, then to Ponte Nova 
School at Itacera, Bahia, back to Porto Feliz, and 
then west to Formosa, Brasilia, Anapolis, Rio Verde, 
Jatai, Buriti and Cuiaba. From there we flew 180 miles 
northeast to a dirt air strip at an Indian station on the 
headwaters of the Xingu, one of the largest tributaries 
of the Amazon. We then made our way back to the 
Atlantic coast. 

Among many stories that we heard there is one that 
well merits retelling. Years ago our pilot, Bill Elton, 
worked among the Indians in northern Mato Grosso. 
There was one wild fellow whose name was Germano. 
Bill often came in contact with him and had preached 
the gospel to him. After a year or two Bill met him and 
asked him how he was. He answered, “Germano is 
dead.” 


“There is still a tremendous area for potential 


Germano — now Bill 













Bill, knowing the man well, said, “One more of your 
lies.” 

“Germano is dead,” the Indian insisted. “He went 
out into the forest and died and is buried under the 
sand.” 

Bill’s denial and the man’s insistance continued for 
some moments. 

Then the man added, “Germano is dead. My name 
is Bill. Germano was a very bad man. He hid behind 
trees and shot arrows into his enemies and killed them. 
He robbed other men of their wives. He was a very bad 
man. But now all is changed. The Savior came to him 
and Germano died. He is buried in the forest. In this 
body now lives a new man and his name is Bill.” 

He would not have it any other way. He would not 
answer when anyone spoke to him by his old name. 
He was a new man in Christ and he would be called 
henceforth by the name of the missionary who had 
brought to him the knowledge of the Savior. 

The major work in Brazil, however, is not that 
among the Indians. If the work of evangelizing is 
pushed among the Brazilians, they themselves will 
carry the gospel to the far interior. There are hundreds 
of self-supporting churches. There is a growing mission- 
ary spirit. There are superbly trained leaders among 
the Brazilians. There are men who possess both culture 
and spiritual knowledge. There are men capable of 
real leadership. But the land is so vast that leaders 
on the coast are not able to do the work in the interior 
any more than pastors in Boston and Philadelphia can 
work in remote areas of the Rocky Mountains. There 
is still a tremendous area for potential work in the old 
style manner—amissionary work as it was carried on in 
China, India and Africa 50 years ago. 


NO FRATERNAL WORKERS 


In every mission station we visited we had services 
for the Brazilian church and also a time of devotion 
with the missionaries. The first occasion of our visit to 
Brazil was to meet with executives of the Central 
Brazil Mission. They had invited me to give Bible 
studies at the annual meeting of the mission two 
years ago but I was not able to accept. Now, in the 
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centennial year of missions in Brazil, I was able to 
come. The Presbyterians had their great celebration in 
Rio in August; the Baptists, who came a year later, 
will meet in Rio in 1960. 

Brazil is still a land for missionaries. The surge of 
nationalism which has made it necessary for white 
missionaries to turn their work over to nationals in 
Africa and Asia does not exist in Brazil. The Presby- 
terian leaders in New York have exercised some of the 
most far-seeing missionary statesmanship in the world 
in the manner in which they have succeeded in turning 
missions over to nationals in the Camerouns in Africa, 
in India and in Japan, the Philippines and other places. 
But this method simply will not work in Brazil because 
the Brazilians do not want it. 

The Rev. Dr. Jose Borges dos Santos, moderator of 
the General Assembly of the Presbyterian Church in 
Brazil, has said, “We do not want ‘Fraternal Workers’: 
we want missionaries. ‘Missionary’ is a great and 
honorable word to us. We love the missionaries. We 
want the missionaries. The Brazilian Church will send 
Portuguese-speaking missionaries to the Portuguese 
areas in Africa, and we will call them missionaries. We 
do not want the mission to be integrated with our 
national church. We want to work side by side as we 
have been doing for 100 years. There is the finest 
relationship existing between the pastors of the self- 
supporting churches and the missionaries who are 
supported from the United States.” 

In fact, leaders of the Brazilian Church are very free 
to express their opinions that they get along very well 
with most American missionaries and that their princi- 
pal difficulties in cooperation arise from the executives 
in the United States who seem unable to face the 
difference of Brazilian conditions. Brazil is not Japan 
or Africa. 


CATHOLICS DISTURBED 


The Roman Catholics are very disturbed about re- 
ligious conditions in Brazil. The total population is 
around 60 million; the major part are of European 
Roman Catholic stock. Yet the Maryknoll fathers in 
the United States have published the results of a de- 
tailed survey of Brazil in which they complain that 
only 14 per cent of the population or less than nine 
million can be called practicing Roman Catholics. 

The Protestant population has already passed the 
five million mark and the rate of growth is very rapid. 
The Lutherans are still the largest number because of 
the great influx of German emigrants in the last part of 
the 19th century who settled in the fertile plains of the 
south. German was the language of the public schools 
in the three southern states bordering on the Argentine 
until the world wars changed these conditions. The

Baptists are second in number, their largest growth 
having come during the past 20 years. The Assemblies 
of God began work only recently but already are the 
third denomination in size and may pass the Baptists 
within a year or two. The Presbyterians are next in 
number, although their influence is great since they 
have been the founders of Brazil’s largest university 
(Mackenzie, in Sao Paulo, with its present enrollment 
of almost seven thousand) and of several of its finest 
preparatory schools. The result is that there are very 
many Protestants among the intellectual classes—doc- 
tors, lawyers, teachers, merchants, etc.—and they have 
furnished the leadership for a very large number of 
self-supporting Protestant churches that receive no 
funds from the United States whatsoever. 

The thousands who have been educated in the Pres- 
byterian schools have not all become Protestants, but 


-most of those who have not, have turned from Romanh- 


ism to anti-clericalism. From this number there is a 
steady stream of converts to Protestantism. There is 
also a very strong anti-clerical movement that furnishes 
an atmosphere in which Protestantism can thrive. 


35 MILLION NOTHINGS 


In the city of Salvador, for example, there is a 
Theater Guild which prepares plays for public showing 
which are attended by many of the upper class people. 
The night before our arrival in the city a play was 
given and the plot was the following. In an inland 
village a baker and his wife had a dog that they loved 
very much. They went to the sacristan of the Roman 
Church and asked if arrangements could be made to 
baptize the dog. The sacristan was horrified, but his 
horror melted when he found that their will included a 
good sum of money for him if the dog were baptized. 
He went to the priest who was horrified until he found 
that there was money in the will for him if the dog was 
baptized. He then began to arrange for it and the 
matter went to the bishop who was horrified until he 
learned that there was money in it for him. As a good 
administrator he could not overlook anything that 
would bring in money for the church. The dog died be- 
fore baptism but was given a Latin funeral and the 
money was distributed. But an assassin got the money 
by killing sacristan, priest, bishop, baker and wife. 

The second act showed the judgment seat where all 
these appeared to be judged by Christ, who was rep- 
resented by a black man. When someone criticized 
this, the Christ said, “Oh, I see that it is not only in the 
United States that there is a color question.” Christ 
announced that all of them would have to go to hell. 
About this time the assassin appeared before the judg- 
ment, he having just died. The Virgin Mary appeared 
and said that the assassin would be allowed to go back 












to earth providing he got all the money together and 
gave it to Rome. The third act showed the funeral of 
the assassin, suddenly interrupted by his return to life. 
All his friends are in glee because now they will share 
the money together. But he suddenly remembers that 
he had made a deal with the Virgin, and after a last 
binge with his friends renders up the money to some 
church of the Virgin and finishes as a happy-go-lucky 
pauper. 

Such a play could be written and played only in 
France and in Brazil, because of general public opinion 
concerning the low state of Romanism. 

Nine million practicing Romanists, five million Prot- 
estants, one million Jews, thirty-five million nothings 
who may call a priest for a funeral or a wedding but 
who never attend church even on Good Friday. This 
ieaves ten million to be accounted for and they belong 
to Brazil’s most numerous religion—the “Spiritistas”. 
This is a religion that rises out of African Voodooism, 
and which exists in two branches. One is a superstitious 
practice of the most debased rites of fetish worship, 
the other is a more cultured branch of the same. Rome 
will get few of the 35 millions—most will remain in 
their state of indifference. But those who do change are 
going largely to the “Spiritistas” or to the Pentecostal 
branches of Protestantism with their assemblies, often

attended by many hundreds or even by thousands, 
which are blossoming everywhere. The Pentecostals 
receive a very large number of people but there is also 
a large number of defections—those from the less 
privileged classes who pass into the Pentecostal 
churches and then fall back into the world, and those 
from higher classes who pass into the Pentecostal 
churches and then move on into the Baptist or Presby- 
terian churches. The work of the Pentecostals among 
the underprivileged and the illiterate is great and good 
and very large numbers in the larger cities are reached 
by them. 

It is in the vast interior that the scope of missions 
is the greatest for the coming decades. The Brazilian 
church is not capable of financing and manning the 
work that needs to be done. The nationals can main- 
tain the work that is being done in the great cities and 
can even take over the support of the church schools in 
the cities where there are enough wealthy people to 
pay the fees of such schools, which rank, in Brazilian 
life, with private schools in the United States. But the 
Brazilian church cannot maintain the hospitals in the 
interior. The Brazilian church cannot maintain the agri- 
cultural developments in the interior. The Brazilian 
church cannot maintain the schools in the interior. 
The Brazilian church cannot maintain the airplanes and 
pilots which are necessary to maintain communications 
in the interior. Remember the distances. They are more 
vast than the distance between Pittsburgh and the 
Rockies with only one narrow gauge railroad fingering 
up from the south to a point that would be about St. 
Louis in U.S. measurements. And north of the area that 
equals the Mississippi valley in size lies the Amazon 
country about equal to central Canada in size and with 
a population of less. than one to the square mile. 

The central interior is a vast reach of empty land 
that is filling up rapidly. Here are places where there 
are cities of 50,000 today that did not have even a 
cabin 50 years ago, as Belo Horizonte, a city of 
500,000 where the first house was built in 1898. This 
is a territory where the churches of the United States 
can pour men and installations on the same scale as 
that which took our forces in Asia and Africa over the 
last 100 years. 

It is a country that needs specialists. The Bible 
institute graduate with a knowledge of the gospel anda 
couple of summers at a linguistic training center should 
go to the great cities and work among the less privi- 
leged. The college graduates with seminary training can 
go to the schools and institutes and evangelization 
centers of the interior. Missionaries trained in semi- 
tropical agriculture (such as that in New Mexico,) caf 
find large room for work in the interior. The Ph. D. i

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ME, CHRISTIANITY Is the practical approach to 

life. If I did not feel it to be practical, I would 
consider my time too valuable to devote any effort 
toward it, or within it. 

In today’s world we have to emphasize the prac- 
ticality of everything that we do and the practicality of 
everything that we believe. 

If our faith is not practical enough to apply to every- 
day life, let us forget it, because we may do more dam- 
age by halfhearted practice, than we would if we made 
no profession of faith at ali. The casual Christian may 
cause greater damage to the kingdom of God than the 
atheist. 

In the old county and state fairs we used to see the 
old shell game played for the gullible customer. The 
little pellet always seemed to be under the shell, but 
when the shell was lifted, the pellet was not there after 
all. 

Our faith must be more than a shell game. It must 
be more than illusion, more than a formal order of 
worship, more than a mere pattern of getting up ata 
certain time and being found within a certain edifice of 
a certain architectural style that is known as a church. 

The shell must have something under it. We need to 
have a practical faith that has heart, intelligence and 
maturity. 

Paul wrote to the Corinthians, “For the kingdom of 
God is not a matter of words, it is a thing of power” 
(1 Cor. 4:20). ‘Our practical faith must be based, not 
on mere men’s word, but on power.

In my particular profession one is identified by his 
political ideal. We talk about “Dewey Republicans” or 
“Taft Republicans” or “Eisenhower Republicans.” We 
talk today about “Humphrey Democrats” or “Symington 
Democrats” or “Kennedy Democrats.” 

In other fields as well, men may say: “We follow the 
procedure established by . . .” a certain leader in the 
business world. It is easy to become men-followers. 

And so it is in religion. Some people are “Graham 
followers;’ some people are “Peale followers;”’ some 
people are “Tillich followers;” some people are “Shoe- 
maker followers.” They establish themselves after the 
personality of a man. 

But our faith cannot be founded on the pronounce- 
ments of any one man. No matter how great that man 
may be, no matter how apparently well-accepted he 
may be, we cannot found our faith, if it be practical, 
merely upon the utterings of a man. 

We must establish our faith upon something that is 
of God. Those things which man creates will pass away. 
We are told that all mankind is like grass, and all their 
beauty is like its flower, and the grass dries up and its 
flowers drop off—but the Word of the Lord remains 
forever. 

We have only one source to which we can turn—the 
unchangeable, the real, the practical Word of God. 
Upon this we base a practical faith. But how do we 
build our faith on the Word of God. Certainly we do 
not do it by merely acknowledging the fact and in do- 
ing little about it.

About Governor Hatfield 


MARK ODOM HATFIELD was born 37 
years ago in Dallas, Ore. The son of a 
railroad blacksmith, he was raised in 
depression years. With a degree from 
Willamette University, a tour in the 
Navy and a master’s degree from 
Stanford, young Hatfield filed for the 
state legislature in 1949. After two 
terms in the lower house and one in 
the senate, he was elected to Oregon’s 
second-highest office, secretary of state, 
in 1956. Last year when the Democrats 
turned stafe elections into a landslide, 
Republican Hatfield was elected gover- 
nor of Oregon by 65,000 votes. 

Now he is being boomed as a pos- 


candidate in 1960. The Wall Street 
Journal suggested a Rockefeller-Hat- 
field ticket. 

But to ETERNITY readers Hatfield is 
more than a political figure—he is an 
out-and-out Christian. A Sunday school 
teacher and church officer in the First 
Baptist Church, Salem, Ore., he is a 
frequent speaker for such groups as the 
Christian Business Men’s Committee 
and the National Sunday School Asso- 
ciation and serves on the boards of 
Youth for Christ, Campus Crusade 
and World Vision. 

Turning point in Hatfield’s life 
seems to be when he became advisor 
to a Bible study group. Such men as 
Carl F. H. Henry, Robert Munger, 


addressed the group and Hatfield was 
profoundly impressed. One night he 
declared that he wanted to live the 
rest of his life for Jesus Christ. 

Shortly before last fall’s election, 
Hatfield married Antoinette Kuzman- 
ich, a former Roman Catholic, who 
was converted largely through Hat- 
field’s faithful witnessing. 

Several months ago, Billy Graham 
said, “I predict that if Mark Hatfield 
stays humble before the Lord, he will 
hold positions of national responsibil- 
ity.”

I am reminded of the words of St. James: The man 
who simply hears and does nothing about it is like the 
man catching a reflection of his own face in the mirror; 
he sees himself it is true, but he goes on with whatever 
he was doing without the slightest recollection of what 
sort of person he saw in the mirror. 

But the man who looks into the perfect mirror of 
God’s law, the law of liberty, and makes a habit of 
doing so is not the man who sees and forgets. He puts 
the law into practice and he wins true happiness. 

If a man is seeking a practical faith, he must turn to 
the knowledge and truth found in the great textbook of 
our faith, the Holy Bible. And when he finds this truth; 
then he applies it, he lives it, he practices it. 

I am often asked, “Do you mean to say that you are 
a Christian, and you are in politics?” If I felt that my 
faith were not practical in the field of government, it 
would not be worthy of my time. But it is! 

Christ walked with all groups of people; He walked in 
all strata of society; He fellowshipped with the elite, 
with the downtrodden, with the professionals—and he 
taught the truths that were applicable in each of their 
lives. 

And so our faith is practical in the business world, 
in the political, and in every other walk. 

Beside finding the heart and the foundation for our 
faith, I would suggest a second practicality. I happen to 
be a believer in non-tradition. My own political think- 
ing is in an area of what we might call non-conformity. 
I loathe tradition for the sake of tradition. I think it is 
the dead hand of the past that holds back the progress 
of men’s minds. 

Even in a faith that is grounded upon truth and 
understanding, we sometimes fall into ruts. Anyone 
looking for the practical Christian faith should examine 
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the traditions in which he may be involved. Are these 
traditions part of the past only—dead events that show 
nothing of the day in which we live? Or, are they truly 
appropriate for today? 

You won’t find anything in the Word of God which 
says that “tradition” is to be the foundation or the 
power of any man’s faith. 

It is the living God Himself expressed through His 
Son incarnate, Jesus Christ, activated through the Holy 
Spirit that brings forth a newness of life every single 
day. No true Christian should say that his Christian life 
today is the same as it was yesterday. If he is truly 
progressing and living a vital Christian life, it is new 
every day. Traditions should not enshroud him and 
hold him back. Every day his Christian faith should be 
opening new vistas, new perspectives, new dimensions. 

However, the practical Christian faith is often re- 
stricted rather than being permitted to expand. The 
Christian faith is practical, in the sense that it has an 
influence. Its influence is not to control men’s minds by 
another man, but to set all men free; to make all men 
at liberty with themselves and with God. The Christian 
faith, if it be practical, is one that is constantly expand 
ing and reproducing itself. And if the Christian is not 
influencing those with whom he comes in contact, he 
does not have a practical faith. “ 

A friend of mine once invited a man to come toa 
Christian meeting and this man replied: “Why I didi 
know you were a Christian!” And they’d worked t& 
gether for many years. Later my friend told me, ~ 
began to realize for the first time that my faith w 
not influential.” A practical Christian faith is, by 
inherent nature, influential. 

The practical Christian life elevates, uplifts, make

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Must Christ Be 
Lord 
To Be Savior? 


When a man is born again, is il necessary for him 
to submit to Christ as Lord as well as trust in 
Christ as Savior? Here is one of the most important 
questions facing the Church today, discussed ably and 
carefully by John R. Stott and Everett F. Harrison.

we run counter to clear scriptural teaching. 


N THE Revised Version was made, an impor- _ 
\ 4 tant gospel text experienced drastic change. In — 


the King James Version, the condition of salvation is 
to confess with the mouth the Lord Jesus and believe 
in the heart that God raised Him from the dead (Rom. 
10:9). This was altered in the revision to read, “If 
thou shalt confess with thy mouth Jesus as Lord... 
thou shalt be saved.” The change was necessary in or- 
der to render properly the original. 

This passage of Scripture, more than any other, has 
become the basis of the contention that one cannot sim- 
ply receive Christ as Savior. Rather, he must also at the 
same time receive Him as Lord and turn over the con- 
trol of his life to Him. If this is not done, the sinner 
cannot be saved. 

There is good reason for the growing popularity of 
this view. Far too many people have responded to the 
gospel invitation without experiencing a change of 
life. They have simply believed, we are told, but have 
not made the Savior their Master. So in time they have 
drifted away. 

But we might well raise the question whether the faith 
of such people is saving faith at all. In several places 
in John’s Gospel people are said to believe, yet almost 
immediately they have to be regarded as unbelievers 
(2:23-25; 8:31; and probably 12:42, 43). On the 
other hand, some believed and entered into life. 
Wherein lay the difference? Clearly the former group 
had something capable of being called faith. There was 
a drawing to Jesus either on account of His miracles or 
His teaching. But there was no repose of faith on His 
person. At no point does the text suggest that the sec- 
ond group was differentiated by having made Jesus the 
Lord of their lives. Rather, they had saving faith. They 
had the root of the matter in them. 

The real strength of the viewpoint we aré examining 
lies in the teaching of Jesus on discipleship. A man 
must hate his family and his own life also if he would 
be Jesus’ follower (Luke 14:26). He must bear the 
cross (Luke 14:27). He must renounce all that he has 
(Luke 14:33). It would appear, then, that to the 
scores of passages which assign only faith as the con- 
dition of salvation we must add the several which re- 
quire one to pay a certain price.

Third, we should observe that discipleship brings re- — 
ward. The man who follows Christ at the cost of family, 
houses, and lands will be recompensed many times © 
over in this life as well as in the life to come (Mark 10; ~ 
29, 30). Salvation is a gift. It does not depend upon 
our works. It does not come to us as a reward for 


faithfulness. 

Certainly, discipleship is a most important aspect 
our relation to Christ, but it belongs to the sphere of 
Christian life rather than the entrance upon that life.

HAT MUST I do to be saved?” is a question of 

vital importance to the witnessing Christian as 
well as to the sinner. As the sinner needs to know what 
conditions must be fulfilled, the witnessing Christian 
needs to know what conditions must be demanded. 
But what answer shall we give? 

Evangelical Christians are not agreed. Some evan- 
gelists are content to say “only believe,” and consider 
that surrender to the Lordship of Christ is a later stage 
belonging not to conversion but to discipleship. Others 
take the view that it is impossible to divorce the 
Saviorhood from the Lordship of Christ, that He who 
gives all asks all, and that evangelistic preaching is 
total demand as well as total offer. 

Those who object to this latter view argue that it is 
inconsistent with the doctrine of grace and that it al- 
lows “merit” to raise its arrogant head. It “brings 
works in by the side door,” to use Dr. Everett F. Har- 
rison’s phrase. 

In venturing to dissent from the conclusions reached 
by Dr. Harrison, I wholeheartedly agree with him that 
salvation is by grace alone through faith alone. If I 
thought that to insist on surrender to Christ as Lord 
was to encourage a sinner to rely on good works for 
salvation, I would abandon such an insistence immedi- 
ately. 

But does it? What saith the Scripture? Salvation is 
sola fide, but some modern evangelical preaching and 
teaching evacuate faith of some of its essential and dis- 
tinctive New Testament elements. It is a misunder- 
standing of the nature of saving faith which lies at the 
root of this desire to separate Christ as Savior from 
Christ as Lord, and I think Dr. Harrison will agree 
with this. 

1) Saving faith presupposes repentance. Saving 
faith is inconceivable without repentance. Every man 
must to some extent become a penitent before he be- 
comes a believer, and be concerned about his sins be- 
fore he can be introduced to the Savior. Only when he 
' has renounced sin can he receive Christ. Only when 
the Law has done its work of exposure and condemna- 
| tion, can the gospel bring relief and justification. The 
Holy Spirit convicts of sin before He testifies to Christ 
(John 16:8; 15:26). 


The author is rector of All Soul’s Church, London, and 
author of such books as “Basic Christianity” and “Funda- 
mentalism and Evangelism.” 
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Thus “repentance and faith” form an indissoluble 
pair. True, sometimes repentance occurs alone (Luke 
13:3, 5; 15:7, 10; 24:17) and sometimes faith, (John 
3:15, 16; 5:24; 6:47 etc.). Similarly, Peter told the 
crowds to “repent”, while a little later those who did so 
are termed “believers” (Acts 2:38; 3:19; 4:32). 
Again, Paul urged the Athenian philosophers to repent 
and the Philippian jailer to believe (Acts 17:30; 16: 
31). But commonly repentance and faith are together. 

The first recorded words of our Lord’s public minis- 
try, after announcing the fulfilment of the time and the 


imminegt nearness of the Kingdom, were “repent and 


believe the good news”. Paul describes his ministry in 
Ephesus by saying that he had faithfully testified “both 
to Jews and to Greeks repentance to God and faith in 
our Lord Jesus Christ”, and the author of the Epistle 
to the Hebrews states that “repentance from dead 
works and faith towards God” belong to “the elemen- 
tary doctrines of Christ” (Mark 1:15; Acts 20:21; 
Heb. 6:1). 

Repentance and faith are in fact the constituent ele- 
ments of conversion, when viewed from the standpoint 
of man’s experience. For what is conversion but “turn- 
ing”, and what is “to be converted” but “to ‘turn”? 
The Greek verb is often used in the New Testament in 
secular, non-theological contexts to describe someone’s 
action in turning round from one direction to another 
or returning from one place to another. When used in 
more technical, theological passages the verb has the 
same meaning..“You turned to God from idols to serve 
the living and true God.” “You were like sheep going 
astray, but have now returned to the Shepherd and 
Bishop of your souls” (I Thess. 1:9; I Pet. 2:25). 

Conversion therefore involves a twofold turn, a turn 
from idols and from sin on the one hand, and a turn to 
the living God and to the Savior or Shepherd of souls 
on the other. The “turn away” the New Testament 
calls repentance; the “turn toward” the New Testament 
calls faith. So repentance plus faith equals conversion, 
and no man dare say he is converted who has not re- 
pented as well as believed. 

All evangelicals will agree with this. We must there- 
fore go further and insist that repentance looks forward 
to the new life that is embraced as well as to the old 
life which is renounced. True, metanoia means literally 
“a change of mind,” but it describes such a change of

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one who believes in Christ receives forgiveness of sins 
(10:43). Paul’s invitation is similarly put (13:38, 39). 
A faithful reading of the entire book of Acts fails to re- 
veal a single passage where people are pressed to ac- 
knowledge Jesus Christ as their personal Lord in order 
to be saved. Does this book have nothing to offer us by 
way of guidance today? Can we safely ignore it in our 
presentation of the gospel? 

2) the view we are considering is contrary to the 
experience of outstanding Christians in the apostolic 
age. We have already noted Peter’s antagonism to 
Christ recorded in Matthew 16. The servant was try- 
ing to teach the Master. Again, in Acts 10:14, this 
same Peter contradicted, daring to say, “Not so, Lord.” 
Whatever Peter’s profession may have been, he cer- 
tainly was not making Christ Lord on these occasions. 

Furthermore, who would claim that all God’s serv- 
ants down through the centuries have done so? F. B. 
Meyer describes his experience of complete dedication 
to Christ. He gave to the Lord, as it were, the iron 
ring of his will with all the keys of his life on it, all ex- 
cept one. But the Lord insisted on having that too, and 
only when complete surrender was made did the bless- 
ing come upon His servant’s life and ministry. This 
event marked his coming to terms with Christ’s lord- 
ship, but who would claim that Meyer was not a 
Christian prior to that time? 

3) the ground of assurance of salvation is en- 
dangered if surrender to Christ’s lordship is a part of 
that ground. Instead of looking to the sufficiency of 
Christ and His work of redemption, one is compelled 
to look within to see if he has yielded himself to the 
Son of God. If he is conscious of times in his life when 
he has denied the lordship of the Master (and who 
has not?) then he must logically question his stand- 
ing before God. What a wretched condition of uncer- 
tainty would then rule instead of the settled peace 
which is ours when we know that we are Christ’s be- 
cause He died to make us His. 

4) the view we are considering rules out the neces- 
sity for large portions of the practical teaching of the 
epistles. If the readers are truly Christians (and they 
are constantly treated as such, being called brethren 
and saints) then it must be assumed, on the view in 
question, that they have yielded themselves to Christ 
as Lord of their lives. But how can this be, in the light 
of Romans 6 and 12:1, to mention only a few passages 
of exhortation to the yielded life? 

5) to adopt this view involves the introduction of a 
subtle form of legalism. We reject the teaching that we

can be saved by works. The Word of God is emphatic 
on this (Eph. 2:9; Titus 3:5). Why then bring works 
in by the side door by asserting that unless we do what- 
ever is necessary to the acknowledging of the lordship 
of Christ in our lives, we are not saved? 

It is time to retrace our steps and examine again the 
teaching of Romans 10:9. The text here asserts that in 
order to be saved one must confess Jesus as Lord and 
believe in his heart that God raised Him from the dead. 
The lordship of Christ is a matter of confession with 
the mouth, based on a heart belief as to what God did 
in the resurrection. It is simply an admission of fact. 
In the resurrection the lordship was declared and made 
obvious (Acts 2:36). Clearly no one can be saved if 
Christ did not rise from the dead (I Cor. 15:14, 17). 
When the convert proclaimed with his lips, “Jesus is 
Lord,” he was subscribing to the gospel announcement 
that a living Lord attests an efficacious death (Rom. 
4:25). This is the objective aspect of Jesus’ lordship. 
We find it again in such passages as I Corinthians 12:3 
and’Philippians 2:11. But in the view we are consider- 
ing the lordship of Jesus in a subjective sense has been 
insisted on. The difference between the two should be 
made very clear. 

Most of the boys in America are familiar with the 
name of Roy Rogers. They have heard him on radio or 
seen him on television. His reputation as a glamorous 
cowboy is secure. But if some boy were to meet him in 
person and be given a pat on the head and some me- 
mento of the occasion, Roy Rogers would be from that 
time on his personal hero. The lad would have a sub- 
jective relation, not simply a recognition of his objective 
standing as a popular man. 

The order is the same in the spiritual realm. Christ 
is Lord by virtue of resurrection whether anyone ac- 
knowledges it personally or not. It is this factual lord- 
ship which must be confessed if one would be saved. 

Then as we come to know Him for ourselves, we 
make him Lord in a personal sense. 

Let’s be consistent. Christ is Teacher as well as 
Lord. Must we therefore insist that the sinner accept 
Him as Teacher in order to be saved? The same is true 
of His position as Judge. And so one could go on. 

When faith is genuine, it will lead to a desire to know 
the Lord’s will for the life. The acceptance of His con- 
trol will not.be refused. But this is not the issue in 
salvation, and it is both unfair and confusing to the 
sinner to introduce the issue of what he is to do for 
Christ before God’s grace can be made operative in 
his life and lead him from darkness to light. 

There is a cross to be borne if we would be Christ's 
disciples, but let us not lay it on the sinner while he is 
contemplating the cross of Calvary where Christ died for

mind as involves a change of attitude, direction and 
behaviour. Can a man say he has repented if he does 
not “bring forth fruits meet for repentance” (Luke 3: 
8)? No, the prodigal left the far country with its swine 
and its harlots and walked home. The illustrations 
Jesus gave of “one sinner that repents” were of a stray 
sheep rescued from its wanderings, and a mislaid coin 
picked up from some dark and dirty corner. To claim 
to have repented and to be saved while remaining in 
the far country, in the wilderness or on the muddy floor 
is to be guilty of self-contradiction. 

To say that repentance is as much a condition of 
salvation as faith is not to ascribe “merit” to repentance 
any more than to faith. Some evangelicals talk as if 
faith saved us. The popular expression “saving faith” 
seems to encourage such an idea. Yet we know that 
only God saves, and that by His sheer and utter grace. 
Faith does not save. Nor does repentance. Nor is there 
merit in either. Both are gifts of God. God “grants” 
repentance just as much as He gives faith (Acts 11:18; 
Eph. 2:8). And if men only “believe through grace,” 
it is only the goodness of God which leads them to re- 
pentance (Acts 18:27; Rom. 2:4). 

2) Saving faith includes obedience. In saying that 
saving faith includes obedience, I mean that in true 
faith there is an element of submission. Faith is 
directed towards a Person. It is in fact a complete com- 
mitment to this Person involving not only an accept- 
ance of what is offered but a humble surrender to what 
is or may be demanded. The bent knee is as much a 
part of saving faith as the open hand. It is impossible to 
come to Christ with words like “Nothing in my hand I 
bring” and at the same time deliberately to withhold 
one’s personal allegiance. Our Lord Jesus Christ fills 
many roles but is one Person, and faith is commitment 
to Him as a whole Person, not in a particular role. 
Faith may not choose to be committed to Him in the 
role of Savior and not in the role of Lord. 

This is not “a subtle form of legalism.” It if seems 
dangerous to talk about obedience as an element of 
faith, lest salvation appears to be partly by works, it is 
striking that it is in the great manifesto of grace and 
faith, the Epistle to the Romans, that this element of 
faith is mentioned by the Apostle. Twice he tells us, in 
the first and last chapters, that the purpose of his 
apostleship and of the preaching of the gospel was 
“unto (R.S.V. “to bring about”) obedience of faith” 
(1:5; 16:26). 

It may be tempting to say that this phrase refers to 
the Christian obedience which issues from saving faith 
and is not a description of saving faith itself. Some 
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evangelicals will point to Hebrews 11:8 as an example 
of this, where it is written “By faith Abraham obeyed.” 
But there are objections to such a view. To begin with, 
the context in both passages in Romans is concerned 
with the proclamation of the gospel to heathen na- 
tions. The phrase “obedience of faith” inaicates the 
response for which the Christian missionary asks. In- 
cluded among those nations, adds Paul, are “your- 
selves, who are called to belong to Jesus Christ” (1: 
6 R.S.V.). The call of God in the gospel is not just to 
receive Jesus Christ, but to belong to Him, not just to 
believe in Him, but to obey Him. 

Secondly, the Greek phrase is very compact. 
Neither noun (“obedience” and “faith”) has an article, 
which we should expect if a distinction was being 
drawn between them and one were to be conceived as 
the result of the other. Instead, “obedience of faith” 
appears to be the one response desired by the evan- 
gelist, a personal abandonment of obedience-and-faith 
or, if you prefer, “obedient faith.” 

Thirdly, mention of obedience is not restricted in the 
Epistle to the Romans to these two passages. In chapter 
6 the Apostle describes the conversion of his readers 
in these remarkable words (v. 17 literally, “Thanks be 
to God that you who were slaves of sin obeyed from 
the heart the form of teaching to which you were com- 
mitted.” The verb “obeyed” is in the aorist tense and 
refers to their conversion. That conversion is described 
as an act of obedience not now to Christ or God (al- 
though they are called “slaves of God” in verse 22) but 
to the gospel message they had heard. They had ex- 
changed one slavery for another. Their conversion was 
not just a liberation from the slavery of sin, but an ac- 
ceptance of the slavery of righteousness (v. 18). Their 
Redeemer had become their Lord. 

What the apostle thus expounds in the Epistle to the 
Romans we find illustrated in the evangelistic preach- 
ing of our Lord Himself and of His apostles. It is not 
accurate to suggest that the message of Jesus was sim- 
ply an offer with no demands. 

Perhaps Matthew 11:28-30 gives us the clearest gos- 
pel invitation issued by Him. Too many evangelical 
preachers have taken this text as if it were confined to 
verse 28, “Come unto me, all ye that labor and are 
heavy laden, and I will give you rest.” But to preach 
the gospel from this text only and to ignore verse 29 is 
to handle the word of God deceitfully. Jesus continues: 
“Take my yoke upon you and learn of me. . . .” Here is 
the true balance of the gospel. Jesus offers us both rest 
and a yoke. 

When we come to Him, He lifts our burden, and re- 
places it with His. He eases our yoke, and then fits His. 
True, we are “heavy laden”, while His burden is 
“light”, and we “labor” under our yoke, while His is 
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“easy”, but nevertheless we cannot expect to lose our 
yoke and our burden if we are not prepared to receive 
His in their place. And what is His “yoke”? The yoke 
was the transverse wooden bar which held two oxen 
together. It is used as a symbol of servitude in Scrip- 
ture. To take His yoke is to become His slave, and to 
“learn” of Him. The verb is an aorist imperative. It in- 
dicates the decisive step of becoming a disciple, of en- 
tering His school, of acknowledging Him as our 
Teacher and Lord. 

No man can take such a step without due thought. 
That is why our Lord urged His would-be followers to 
“sit down first and count the cost.” He discouraged ir- 
responsible enthusiasts from committing themselves to 
Him before they had weighed the implications. “Fol- 
low me” was His repeated command. But there could 
be no following without a forsaking, a renunciation (in 
principle if not in literal fact) of competing loyalties, of 
family relationships, of personal ambitions, of material 
possessions (Luke 14:25-33). Before a man could fol- 
low Jesus, he must “deny himself and take up his 
cross” (Mark 8:34). That is, he must repudiate him- 
self and his right to organize his own life as utterly as 
when Peter denied his Lord (the same verb is used), 
and he must put himself “into the position of a con- 
demned criminal on his way to execution” (Professor 
Swete’s explanation of “Taking up the cross”). 


“TAKE MY YOKE” 


Thus, taking upon us His yoke and His cross are in- 
volved in receiving His rest. The former do not of 
course merit the latter as a reward. God forbid! But 
the one is impossible without the other. If I would be a 
Barabbas and escape the cross, I must be a Simon of 
Cyrene and carry the cross. Viewed as a penalty for 
sin, He bore it instead of me. Viewed as a symbol of 
self-denial, I must bear it after Him. 

The early apostolic preaching continued the same 
message. I cannot agree with Dr. Harrison that “this 
position is unsupported by the examples of gospel 
preaching in the book of Acts”. Why did the apostles 
lay such stress not only on the resurrection but on the 
exaltation of Jesus? “Let all the house of Israel know 
assuredly that God hath made that same Jesus whom 
ye have crucified both Lord and Christ” (2:36). “Him 
hath God exalted with His right hand to be a Prince 
(R.S.V. “Leader”) and a Savior, for to give repent- 
ance to Israel and forgiveness of sins” (5:31). The 
Savior offers remission; the Prince demands repentance. 
Besides, Peter adds, God gives the Holy Spirit to those 
who obey Him (v. 32). God has highly exalted Him 
that every kneee should bow to Him and every tongue 
confess Him Lord (Phil. 2:9-11). 


Again, why is baptism so commonly described in 
the Acts as being simply “into Christ” or “into the 
name of Christ”? Christian believers are baptized into 
Christ as the redeemed Israelites were “baptized into 
Moses” (I Cor. 10:2), because baptism symbolizes 
(among other things) not only the new life we have re- 
ceived but the new allegiance in which we are involved. 
Why does Paul tell the Philippian jailor that he must 
believe in “the Lord Jesus Christ” to be saved if he 
must only believe in Him as Savior (16:31, cf. 11: 
17)? And why does Peter, when announcing to Cor- 
nelius the good news of peace through Jesus Christ, im- 
mediately add in a parenthesis, “He is Lord of all’ 
(10:36)? 

To confess Jesus as Lord, which in Romans 10:9 is 
so clearly made a condition of salvation, means more 
than “subscribing to the gospel announcement that a 
living Lord attests an efficacious death.” It is that. It is 
also an acknowledgement of the deity of Jesus. But it 
implies as much that Jesus is “my Lord” as that He is 
“the Lord”. It was in comparison with “the excellency 
of the knowledge of Christ Jesus my Lord” that St. 
Paul counted everything else but loss (Phil. 3:8). 

The earliest known Christian Creed is the two 
words “Kurios Iesous.” “Jesus is Lord.” No man can 
say this, affirms the Apostle, except through the il- 
lumination of the Holy Spirit (I Cor. 12:3). But once 
the confession has been made, the convert may be 
baptized—baptized into the allegiance of the Lord 
whom he has professed. To say that only a confession 
of “factual lordship” is necessary to salvation, without 
any subjective submission to Him as Lord, is to en- 
courage and endorse a faith without works, as dead 
and sterile as that rejected by James in his epistle. 

3) Saving faith issues in newness of life. “Shall we 
continue in sin that grace may abound?” (Rom. 6:1). 
One may be forgiven if one ventures to rephrase this 
ancient question in more modern language: “Shall we 
continue to reject Christ as Lord if we may continue to 
have Christ as Savior?” Surely the apostle would again 
retort: “God forbid!” 

Saving faith is living faith; it issues in good works. 
Spurious faith is dead faith; it is alone; it is barren; it 
has no progeny. Moreover, the works which result 
from true faith begin to appear immediately. No in- 
terim period may be envisaged between the exercise of 
faith and the performance of works. 

Paul teaches the same truth. Faith does not just re- 
ceive salvation or eternal life; it receives Christ. Faith 
has no merit in itself; its only value is that it unites the 
soul to Christ. Thus united to Christ, we are one with 
Him in His death and resurrection which are signified 
in our baptism. It is impossible to share the benefits of

What Barth Has Contributed 


IN THE JUNE issue, the Editor-in-Chief 
wrote a critical analysis of the views 
of Paul Tillich, which quoted Switzer- 
land’s Karl Barth as completely reject- 
ing Tillich’s theology and calling for 
a return to theology based on Scrip- 
ture. 

It was stated, “This should cause 
many Christians to see that Barth is 
in the camp of the true believers even 
though some of his forms of expres- 
sion differ from traditional statements 


This was certainly not meant to be 
an imprimatur on Barth’s theology, 
for the Editor-in-Chief stands stoutly 
against many of the Swiss theologian’s 
views. However, to say that a man 
may be a Christian is not to say that 
his theology is perfect. 

But let’s restate our position. Barth, 
by assailing the bastions of liberalism 
and crying for a return to the Bible, 
has made a tremendous contribution 
to contemporary theology, for which 
all conservatives should be thankful, 


although we may take exception to 
many of his beliefs. 

Because Barth takes Scripture and 
historical theology so seriously, some 
of what he says is “down the main line.” 
What is not “down the main line” is 
stimulating and causing conservatives 
to make sure of their position. 

Dr. Cornelius Van Til, eminent pro- 
fessor of apologetics at Westminster 
Theological Seminary, has responded 
to the June issue by carefully dissect- 
ing the statements of Barth and setting 
them up in opposition to the views 
of historic orthodoxy. We present 
Dr. Van Til’s reaction:

hidden. For faith is actually participation in revelation. 

On Barth’s view, therefore, the orthodox doctrine of 
Scripture is inherently destructive of the gospel of the 
saving grace of God to man. The grace of God is made 
subject to conceptual manipulation on the part of man. 
Thus it comes to be at the mercy of some men who 
think they possess it to the exclusion of others who do 
not possess it. 

Barth’s rejection of Scripture as the direct revelation 
of God springs from his idea of revelation. But his idea 
of revelation is itself his doctrine of Christ. In his 
Church Dogmatics Barth seeks to deal with every 
teaching of the Bible in Christological fashion. Barth’s 
rejection of the historic Christian doctrine of Scripture 
springs, therefore, from his rejection of the historic 
Christian doctrine of Jesus Christ. To be sure, just as 
Barth says that the Bible is the Word of God, so he 
also says that Jesus of Nazareth is the Son of God. But 
neither the Bible as an historical document nor Jesus of 
Nazareth as an historical human being can be taken as 
directly revelational of God. God must be thought of as 
wholly hidden as well as wholly revealed. That is the 
essence of Barth’s dialectical relation of God to man. 
And in order to maintain this doctrine he rejects the 
idea of the direct revelation of God in Jesus of Naza- 
reth as much as he rejects the idea of the direct revela- 
tion of God in the Bible. Everything in the world of 
history is, as such, neutral, relative and ambiguous. 


FELLOWSHIP WITH JESUS 


Since there is no direct identification of God’s revela- 
tion in history we must not look for the sinlessness of 
Jesus as being a quality of his character that distin- 
guishes him from other men. The sinlessness of Jesus 
consists in the fact that he desires to live wholly by the 
grace of God. And it is the sinlessness of Jesus as thus 


understood that constitutes for Barth the idea of the 
substitutionary atonement of Christ. This atonement is 
inherently for all men. All men are inherently, says 
Barth, fellowmen with Jesus. 

Not even in the resurrection of Jesus Christ does 
Barth see any direct identification of God’s revelation 
with anything that took place in history. Over against 
Bultmann, Barth does speak of the objective fact of the 
resurrection of Christ. But nowhere does he identify 
that resurrection with a fact of history. All that hap- 
pened in connection with the resurrection, says Barth, 
happened but happened not in our time, not in history 
as a direct revelation of God. It all happened in the 
“pure present,” in Geschichte, not Historie. To identify 
the resurrection of Christ with a fact of history would, 
according to Barth, destroy at its central point the en- 
tire gospel of the free grace of God. In particular it 
would destroy the idea of grace as being inherently for 
all men. 


IS THE RESURRECTION HISTORICAL? 


For all men have not heard of the resurrection of 
Christ as an historical fact. Yet all men are inherently 
participant in the grace of Christ. To be sure, Barth 
does not teach universalism in a rationalist and deter- 


’ minist fashion. His dialecticism is always both irration- 


alist as well as rationalist. Accordingly he speaks of the 
“open situation of preaching” and of the real signifi- 
cance of faith. For all that, he lays the greatest possible 
stress on the idea that men cannot successfully resist the 
grace of God. 

It is their relation of acceptance with God through 
Jesus Christ that constitutes, according to Barth, their 
very being. Man cannot frustrate the eternal decision 
of God as grace for him. Jesus Christ is the only repro- 
bate. The Bible knows nothing of eternal punishment. 
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Though they oppose God men are none the less elect in 
Christ. They are elect in Christ though wholly un- 
aware of it. Their knowledge of God does not at all 
depend upon their knowledge of anything that took 
place in history. In fact nothing that takes place in 
history could be of such importance as to accomplish 
the salvation of mankind. 

Something more needs to be said about Barth’s view 
of the atonement. In the fourth volume of his Church 
Dogmatics, Barth deals fully with this subject. 

Barth tells us that the steps of Christ’s work of 
humiliation, and the steps of his work of exaltation do 
not follow one another in history. These states “follow 
one another” in Geschichte. The two states of Christ 
are therefore always equally present as aspects of the 
one Geschichte. Geschichte is the present; Jesus Christ 
constitutes this Geschichte. 

Barth realizes that this “dynamic” view spells de- 
struction to the “static” view of the historic Christian 
position. Barth says he has actualized the incarnation. 
This is in accord with his idea that in the incarnation 
God turns wholly into the opposite of himself. In the 
incarnation God goes into estrangement from himself 
and man returns unto God. These two, the humiliation 
of God and the exaltation of man, are two component 
parts of one act. 


SINFUL INTO DIVINE 


In the act of atonement God takes into union with 
his own being a creaturely, sinful being. But this 
assumption of man’s sinful being into divine being is 
itself a continuation of the Geschichte in which God is 
God. 

As Geschichte God unwinds himself as world- 
history. As such he operates under the burden and danger 
of world-history. On the cross God disappears in the 
night of death. But in this going into death by God the 
atonement of the world took place. Man’s participation 
in the being of God is accomplished through God’s 
participation in the being of man. The man Jesus is 
originally the man for whom atonement has been made. 
In justifying the Son, God first of all justifies himself. 
Other men are also justified. 

God’s grace is therefore the original relation of all 
men toward God. Atonement does not follow but pre- 
cedes the creation and fall of man. Atonement, not 
creation, is the original act of God. For in Jesus Christ 
the being of God is also the being of man. 

The wrath of God upon man is therefore never final. 
In fact, the wrath of God is a form of grace. As the one 
rejected man, Jesus is and remains the one elected man 
and in him all the reprobate are elect. The wrath of 
God finds no object. 

Faith in Christ on the part of the believer is, accord- 
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ingly, participation in God’s own Geschichte. This par- 
ticipation is inherently for all men. Calvin had no eye 
for this. He had two classes of men, elect and repro- 
bate. And for him the reprobate did not share in the 
saving work of Christ. 

Calvin’s doctrine of election and reprobation, accord- 
ing to Barth, must be replaced by a “purified supralap- 
sarianism.” Then we no longer have the idea of one 
class of men who will suffer eternal separation from 
God and of another class of men who will forever live 
in glory with Christ. Reprobation is then penultimate 
but never ultimate. The very idea of election is election 
of all men. The very idea of election in Christ is election 
of all men in Christ. The very idea of grace is that grace 
is the original relation of God to all men. It was Cal- 
vin’s basic fault, according to Barth, that he miscon- 
strued election, election in Christ and therewith the very 
idea of grace. Calvin therefore did not see that faith in 
Christ is the original relation of all men to Christ, faith 


* as actual participation in the revelation of God in 


Christ. 


ANOTHER GOSPEL 


It is clear, therefore, that Barth rejects in toto the 
biblical teaching of the substitionary death of Christ. 
Barth takes away the very foundations of this doctrine. 
He substitutes a process philosophy for the biblical idea 
that God is the creator of man. Barth rejects the idea of 
the historic fall of man. Barth rejects the idea that in 
the crucifixion, as a fact of history, Christ bore the 
wrath of God for his people. Barth rejects the idea that 
in his resurrection, as a fact of history, Christ rose for 
our justification. 

Thus the very foundations of historic Christianity, 
as well as its central facts, are destroyed in Barth’s 
theology. Barth’s activistic view of Scripture, his dy- 
namic view of Christ, his dove-tailing of all the events 
of the life, death, resurrection, ascension and return of 
Christ into one Event in the realm of Geschichte, are all 
of a piece. They are the product of an attempted 
synthesis between Christianity and modern existential- 
ist philosophy. In this synthesis-theology all the teach- 
ings of the Bible are maintained—verbally. But they 
have all received new meanings. And these new méan- 
ings are quite to the liking of the natural man. When 
the natural man is informed that he is the object of 
God’s grace, that grace is built into his very being, he 
need not heed the biblical command to repentance. He 
need not prostrate himself at the foot of the cross. He 
need not flee the wrath of God to come. Whether he 
knows it or not he is already in “Christ.” 

Surely this is a gospel which is another gospel. The 
Christ of Barth is no more able to save men from sin 
than is the Christ of Paul Tillich. 


The man who lives sumptuously within lives simply without. 21 
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Controversial, but a significant subject for every

HAT CONTROVERSY has raged over the subject 

of voluntary limitation of possible offspring by 
artificial means! What radical reversal of thought 
among evangelicals within 30 years! 

In a new important volume, Planned Parenthood and 
Birth Control in the Light of Christian Ethics,* by the 
professor of Christian Ethics at Concordia Seminary, 
the position of Missouri Synod Lutherans in this mat- 
ter can no longer be identified with that of the late Dr. 
Walter Maier. 

This vanguard book of a new day, perhaps the most 
adequate yet to appear, will ably serve pastors, doctors, 
and social workers. It is spiritual in tone while abreast 
of the mature thought of the social sciences. It boldly 
counters the bias which existed almost universally until 
the radical departure resulting from the research of the 
past generation. 


Only in these years have we seen the advent of 
scientific literature in this country, counseling clinics in 
major American cities, and the relaxing of federal and 
state legislation. The sociological changes in America 
from a simple rural economy to a complex urban econ- 
omy have brought about a rethinking of planned par- 
enthood. The increased cost of everything including 
babies, the problems of housing and education, and 
the application of psychological and sociological find- 
ings have combined to alter the ethical considerations. 

Children are supported by parents for a longer pe- 
riod than formerly, and tend to be mouths to be fed 
rather than hands to work, putting a drain upon the 
family standard of living rather than contributing to it. 
Young people facing long educational careers are not 
necessarily to postpone marriage, yet may feel they 
cannot manage if they have a child in the first year or 
two. Economically unprepared for parenthood, they 
claim a right to safeguards when such are available 
and medically acceptable. This is not family preven- 
tion, but family postponement. More accurately still, it 
is family planning. 

Like nuclear science, whether for creative or de- 
structive ends, birth control is something the world will 
live with from now on. It is here to stay. The church 
cannot ignore the implications, nor can pastors fail to 
qualify themselves for the job of intelligent counseling.

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It is quite natural that there be due reverence for the 
mystery of life, and deep concern for any activity which 
so affects the future of the race. Of course, any change 
from commonly accepted and sanctioned norms will be 
met with suspicion and resistance. But this does not 
support irresponsible Christian parenthood! Parent- 
hood is certainly a function that demands prayer and 
planning. The same intelligence and experience should 
obtain here as normally would be applied to any other 
life situation where an important decision must be 
made. 

The early chapters set forth the pertinent medical 
and sociological considerations in brief outline. These 
are extremely important to any ethical conclusions. 
Medical acceptance dates no further back than 1935, 
and only since 1936 has it been legal to send informa- 
tion through the mails. The first Protestant statement of 


significance to favor limited acceptance came in 1931. 
The evangelical bodies expressing agreement have fol- 
lowed just in the past dozen years. 

Since there are no explicit statements in Scripture, 
only biblical principles can be stated as guiding consid- 
erations. The Bible says nothing about the number of 
children parents ought to bring into the world, or that 
every person must marry and assume the responsibility 
of parenthood, nor that interference with nature in this 
respect is sinful. The author presents a full exegesis to 
show that the oft-cited reference to Onan (Genesis 38) 
has nothing to do with the subject. 

God allows parents to share with Him in the process 
of procreation as free moral agents. As such they are 
responsible. Man’s reason and sense of responsibility 
direct his selection from the blessings God has provided 
to just those which he believes at any given time fit his 
own condition and circumstances. The Christian does 
so with prayer and the direction of the Holy Spirit. 

Since sin came into the world, not all the good things 
God intended for man continue to be at all times and 
under all circumstances a blessing for all men. Even 
children are not always a blessing. Nor is marriage, a 
wonderful blessing of God, a blessing for all particular 
persons. The blessings of God in general simply cannot 
be equated with the will of God in particular. 

Nor is it valid to equate the law of nature with the 
moral law. Man is not subject to nature, but sovereign 
over it, given dominion by God. Man “interferes with 
nature” in the most fundamental matters effecting his 
life and welfare. It is a law of nature that Caucasians 
grow hair on their faces, nevertheless it is the style to 
shave it off! Vaccination is an “interference with na- 
ture.” So is pasteurization of milk! And one must 
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remember it is the same dedicated science that has 
reduced infant mortality by “interfering with nature.” 

It is difficult to maintain logically that God will set 
aside the laws of fertility and conception on behalf of 
those who desire to indulge an unregulated, unprayed- 
about sex life. It would be difficult to beiieve that 
conception is an act of God apart from these laws. Ac- 
tually, if one were to argue that children were invari- 
ably the gift of God, given only as He wills them for a 
couple, how must one explain the coming of children 
out of wedlock? Are the children of illicit unions the ap- 
pointed gifts of God to those unions? And are they the 
necessary “judgment” of God? 

The author’s major premise is that sex has a far 
broader purpose in marriage than procreation. Ac- 
tually, procreation is not the primary purpose. The 
sexual union is first to express and deepen the sense of 
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oneness in marriage. This is biblically set forth in the 
phrase “shall be one flesh”. Parenthood itself implies a 
total responsibility, including the establishment of an 
adequate home, the moral and spiritual training, and 
the shaping of an eternal destiny. One must be willing 
and able to meet these obligations before one has the 
right to bring a child into the world. The human per- 
sonality is not placed under a law of necessity, but is 
placed under a law of moral responsibility! Planned 
parenthood thus belongs to the realm of Christian 
liberty—that is, liberty under Lordship. 

Dr. Rehwinkel cautions against excessive faith in the 
“rhythm” method. He also has a fine word to those who 
may continue to disagree with him. Conduct must always 
harmonize with conscience, even when it may be unen- 
lightened conscience. He also warns couples that they 
are not free to determine at the very beginning of their 
marriage what limit is to be placed on the number of 
possible offspring. They are not absolute masters of 
their own lives, and such a decision would be pre- 
sumption. They must ever remain open to the will of 
God as the conditions of life change. It is ethically im- 
portant to note, too, that the decision to use a contra- 
ceptive is a once-at-a-time decision, having to do only 
with a particular time, not with the whole future. It is 
just the present answer to the question, “What is the 
will of God in this matter at this time?” Planned par- 
enthood for the Christian assumes that it is God who 
makes the plans and God who makes His plans known 
to praying and obedient Christian couples. Thus the 
proper use of a good thing will not be abused. If we 
were to limit ourselves to the use of only such things 
as are beyond the possibility of abuse, we would be

What Is the World Coming To? 


Does the Old Testament 
confuse you? This article 
will give you 

keen insight into the 
understanding of Scripture.

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NE OF the most astounding 
O ‘Statements ever made by the 
Lord Jesus concerned men’s ignor- 
ance and the reason therefor. He 
was approached by a group of the 
Sadducees, probably the most intel- 
lectual class among the Jews of His 
day. They put a question to Him, 
seeking to trap Him in His answer. 
We are not concerned with the ques- 
tion or His’ answer, but ‘with the 
amazing truth brought out by His re- 
ply: “You are wrong, because you 
know neither the Scriptures, nor the 
power of God” (Matt. 22:29). 

Tell a farmer that he knows noth- 
ing about wheat, tell a mother of ten 
children that she knows nothing 
about babies, tell a justice of the 
Supreme Court that he knows noth- 
ing of law! Jesus told men who had 
spent their lives studying the Scrip- 
tures, that their difficulties lay in the 
fact that they did not know the sub- 
ject that was their chief vocation! 

They could tell how many times 
the Hebrew letter aleph occurred in 
the book of Genesis, and could have 
gone down through beth, gimel and 
daleth to the final tau of the alpha- 
bet without making a mistake. They 
could correctly trace the genealogical 
lines of the priests, the kings or the 
sons of Noah. Nevertheless, they 
were ignorant of the Scriptures. They 
knew the mechanics of the Old Tes- 
tament but did not know the plan of 
God. 

Many thousands of Christian 
church members are in the same 
predicament today. They can recite 
the names of the books of the Bible, 
trace the missionary journeys of 


Paul, list the names of the judges, 
the kings and the prophets, recite 
the chronological order of the 
Epistles. And yet they are ignorant 
of what is elemental in the real pur- 
pose of God. It is possible to know 
the distance between Nazareth and 
Jerusalem without knowing the dis- 
tance that separates the sinful, hu- 
man heart from the God who is all 
holiness. One can know the order of 
the march of the twelve tribes of Is- 
ragl through the desert, yet not know 
the steps in God’s mighty plan for 
the salvation of man and the world. 
The elemental distinction in the 
Scriptures centers around its teach- 
ing that Jesus Christ was to come to 
this earth twice. Failure to under- 
stand that fact caused His rejection 
by Israel at His first coming and 
failure to understand that fact leads 
to confusion in many minds today. 
Two lines of prophecy may be 
traced throughout the Old Testa- 
ment, concerning the work of the 
Messiah promised by God. These 
two lines flatly contradict each other 
unless we understand that they refer 
to two absolutely different series of 
events, separated by an interval of 
many centuries. One line of proph- 
ecy speaks of the glorious coming of 
the Messiah who is to break the yoke 
from God’s people and restore them 
to their place of power and glory. 
The other pictures a suffering 
Messiah who will submit to the per- 
secutions of His enemies and die in 
seeming defeat. 
The Messiah who was to rule was 
first to be cut off, but not for Himself 
(Dan. 9:26). He who was to be the 
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desire of all nations, was “despised 
and rejected of men; a man of sor- 
rows and acquainted with grief” 
(Isa. 53:3). The “chiefest among 
ten thousand,” “the lily of the val- 
ley,” and “the bright morning star,” 
was “so marred more than any man, 
and his form more than the sons of 
men” (Isa. 52:14). He was to grow 
up “as a root out of dry ground” 
with “no form nor comeliness” and 
“no beauty that we should desire 
him” (Isa. 53:2). The Eternal Son 
who was to be given was a “child 
born” (Isa. 9:6). The one on whose 
shoulders the government of the 
earth was to rest was to come as the 
fruit of the womb of the humble girl 
of Nazareth_—“Behold a virgin shall 
conceive and bear a son, and shall 
call his name Immanuel,” God with 
us (Isa. 7:14). 

Not only was the coming, glorious 
Messiah to be Jehovah’s righteous 
servant but beyond that, He was to 
go to the cross and die. He who, in 
the 24th Psalm, is the King of glory, 
before whom the gates and everlast- 
ing doors are lifted up, is the one 
who cries out, in the 22d Psalm, 
“My God, my God, why hast thou 
forsaken me?” He speaks of suffer- 
ing: “I am poured out like water, 
and all my bones are out of joint; my 
heart is like wax; it is melted within 
my breast; my strength is dried up 
like a potsherd, and my tongue 
cleaves to my jaws; thou dost lay me 
in the dust of death, . . . They have 
pierced my hands and feet. I can 
count all my bones: they stare and 
gloat over me. They divide my gar- 
ments among them, and for my 
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raiment they cast lots” (Ps. 22:14- 
18). 

If one reads the Bible hastily, the 
tendency is to lose sight of this 
prophecy of suffering because of the 
brightness of the promises of glory. 
Far more verses speak of His 
triumph and glory than of His suffer- 
ing. The events which are to take 
place at His coming in glory are so 
breathtaking that .they capture the 
attention and claim first place in the 
memory. Every one watches for a 
solar eclipse, which is the shadow of 
the moon passing across the face of 
the sun; but no one pays any atten- 
tion to the shadow of the’ earth 
across the moon, which can be seen 
almost every night! 

The prophecies concerning the 
glory of the Messiah include events 
far more rare than total eclipses. The 
earth itself is to be transformed. The 
roses are to lose their thorns, the 
desert is to blossom. The barren hills 
will become green and luxuriant as 
Lebanon. All that is harsh in nature 
will give way before calm and peace 
(Isa. 5:13). According to these 
prophecies animal nature will 
change. The wolf, which now hunts 
the lamb, will dwell with its former 
prey in peace. The leopard will lie 
down with the kid and the lion will 
eat straw like the ox. A child may 
put his little hand into the hole 
where a serpent lies coiled, and it 
will not strike (Isa. 11:1-21). Here 
is a prophecy to hold the attention 
and to make the mind skip over the 
less bright things which follow, un- 
less the reader is alert to catch the 
meaning of every word. 


Then to the children of Israel in 
the midst of persecution, and under 
bondage to the Roman power, 
bright prophecies spoke of a 
Redeemer who would free them 
from all difficulties. Christ’s feet 
would stand on the Mount of Olives 
(Zech. 14:4); Israel would be 
brought out of the lands whither she 
had been driven in the dispersion 
and would possess the land which 
God promised to Abraham (Lev. 
26:44, 45; Jer. 16:14-16; Amos 9: 
11-15; etc.); she would be first 
among the nations (Micah 4:1, 2). 

Imagine what these promises must 
have meant to a people in bondage, 
trodden down by a bitter enemy who 
was not in sympathy with the holi- 
ness of Israel’s God! How they must 
have longed for the accomplishment 
of these promises! They waited for 
the coming Messiah who would 
“smite the earth with the rod of His 
mouth,” and “slay the wicked with 
the breath of his lips” (Isa. 11:4). 

While I was living in Europe some 
years ago, I set out with two young 
men to climb Mont Blanc, the 
highest peak in all of Europe. From 
before dawn until after dark we 
worked our way up to a tiny cabin 
on the shoulder of this highest peak. 
The next morning, a great while be- 
fore day, we started out for the 
eight or nine hours’ climb to the sum- 
mit. We knew that the last miles 
were over great, broad beds of snow. 
We came to what looked like the 
final slope and were congratulating 
ourselves that we were making such 
excellent time. We anticipated reach- 
ing the summit more than an hour in 
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advance of our schedule. When we 
came to the top of the slope we saw, 
to our chagrin, that there was a slope 
down, a long flat valley, and another 
rise before the topmost height could 
be reached. We learned that the 
slope that had deceived us was called 
in French, Mont Maudit, cursed 
mountain. Doubtless many an Alpine 
sportsman had come to this place, 
thinking that the weary climb was 
over and anticipating that joyous 
sense of dominance and achieve- 
ment which one feels on the peak. 
Gone would be the memories of per- 
ious moments when footing was 
precarious and the rope that bound 
the party together was all that stood 
between them and death. 

This is a perfect illustration of the 


Old Testament prophecies concern-- 


ing the coming and work of Israel’s 
Messiah. From a far distant perspec- 
tive they saw peaks of future gran- 
deur and they forget that they must 
pass over the cursed mountain be- 
fore they reached the object of their 
desire. For there could be no re- 
demption apart from the cursed tree 
where Messiah would be cut off for 
the sins of His people (Dan. 9:26). 

This fact explains why Israel re- 
jected Jesus when He came to do 
what was definitely written in the 
Scriptures. Psychologically they were 
prepared for a glorified Messiah who 
should move with the splendid power 
of a resistless sovereign. They would 
not have the humble Savior to reign 
over them. 

The key to the life of Christ is in 
the first chapter of John. There it is 
pointed out that His life was in two 
phases: “He came to his own home, 
and his own people [Israel] received 
him not. But [how important this 
little word is!] to all who believed in 
his name he gave power to become 
children of God” (vs. 11, 12). Dur- 
ing the first part of His ministry He 
presented Himself to His own, the 
Jews. That resolves the seeming con- 
tradiction between the first phase of 
His teaching and the latter. 


He came with the message that we 
call the Sermon on the Mount. He 
spoke of the pure in heart seeing 
God, of the meek inheriting the 
earth, of mourners being comforted. 
Such teaching found no _ response 
within the souls of the proud leaders 
of Israel. They knew that they were 
neither meek nor pure in heart. They 
had not comforted those who were 
in mourning, but had_ entered 
widows’ houses and purloined their 
goods. They rejected Jesus’ claim to 
be Jehovah, the Messiah, because 
they did not see in Him what they 
thought the Messiah must be. They 
were looking for the second coming 
before the first. 


WHY JOHN DOUBTED 


John the Baptist was certainly 
looking for the Messiah to perform 
great works of judgment and fulfill 
all the prophecies of restoration of 
Israel and establishing of the king- 
dom upon earth. When he was ar- 
rested and thrown into prison, doubts 
began to gnaw at his heart. The 
eleventh chapter of Matthew is preg- 
nant with meaning when read with 
this misunderstanding in mind. John 
sent disciples to Jesus with the doubt- 
ful query, “Are you he who is to 
come, or shall we look for another?” 
(Matt. 11:3). 

This question may be  para- 
phrased: “Tell us, Jesus, whether or 
not you are the one who is to fulfill 
the great prophecies concerning Is- 
rael. We are in bondage to the Ro- 
mans. We look for a Deliverer. God 
has promised that Israel is to be first 
among nations and He has prom- 
ised to accomplish this through a 
great, wonder-working Messiah. We 
thought that you were the one Who 
is to accomplish these things. But 
you allow us to be thrown into prison, 
and spend your time talking about 
meekness and htmility. This is not 
according to our idea of the proph- 
ecies. So, are you he who is to come, 
or shall we look for another?” 

Jesus graciously sent word back to

the great man in prison that He was 
healing the blind, the lame, the 
lepers, the deaf, raising the dead, 
and preaching the gospel to the poor, 
Our Lord concluded ,with this some- 
what cryptic remark: “Blessed is he 
who takes no offense at me” (Matt, 
11:6). 

What does this mean? What can it 
mean in the light of the circum- 
stances, except that the Lord who 
sees the minds of men, knew there 
was danger of 
prophecies of glory and missing other 
prophecies which had to be fulfilled 
first? 

Can we not paraphrase His an- 
swer to John as follows? “Blessed is 
the man who does not have his eyes 
blinded by the great sun that is to 
shine upon earth so that he cannot 
see the star of redemption that must 
shine first. Blessed is the man who is 
not so filled with prophecies of the 
second coming that he rejects the 
Messiah when He comes to accom- 
plish the first phase of His work.” 

The Lord had to tell His disciples 
again and again about the necessity 
for His suffering. Peter voiced the 
thoughts of the company when he 
rebuked the Lord for talking thus. 
Were not their minds set upon their 
position in the kingdom with Him? 
Did not the mother of James and 
John ask for the seat to the right and 
left of His throne for her two sons? 
When our Lord drew from Peter the 
great confession of His deity, did He 
not feel it necessary to wean the dis- 
ciples away from the idea of an im- 
mediate kingdom upon earth? “From 
that time forth Jesus began to show 
his disciples that he must go to Je- 
rusalem, and suffer many things 
from the elders and chief priests and 
scribes, and be killed and be raised 
on the third day.” (Matt. 16:21). 
Did Peter not speak the minds of all 
of the disciples? He took Jesus “and 
began to rebuke him, saying, ‘God 
forbid, Lord! this shall never happen 
to you!’ ” (Matt. 16:22).

CHRIST 
DIED 
FOR US 


By WALTER R. MARTIN 


HY DID Christ die?” A simple question, but the 
W answer is most profound. 

We might answer, “Christ died for me,” but exactly 
what does this mean? Did He die merely to appease 
God’s wrath against us? Did He die merely as an ex- 
ample for us? Exactly why did Jesus die? What does 
the atonement really mean? The understanding of this 
basic scriptural truth eludes many, but it is vital to our 
spiritual growth. 

To understand this doctrine we must go back to the 
Old Testament types of sacrificial offerings. 

In itself the blood of animals, of course, was never 
efficacious to cleanse from sin (Heb. 10:4). Rather, the 


blood symbolized the element of life offered for the life - 


of the sinner. God intended the entire system of sac- 
rificial offerings to be of expiatory significance (Job 
1:5, 42:8, 9; Lev. 17:2-11). The alienation of man 
from God through sin made necessary a reconciliation. 

In the Levitical system with its “covering” offerings 
(the Hebrew word for atonement, kaphir, means “cov- 
ering”) made possible man’s approach to the presence 
of a holy God. The sprinkling of blood upon the mercy 
seat (Lev. 16:15, 16) and the sprinkling of the blood 
of the passover lamb (Ex. 12:7) underscore the im- 
portance of propitiatory sacrifice under the old cove- 
nant made between Jehovah.and Israel. In the New 
Testament, and particularly in Hebrews, the signifi- 
cance of such sacrifice is revealed in the Lord Jesus 
Christ who is pictured as both officiating priest and 
atoning sacrifice (Heb. 9:11-15; 10:12). 
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Isaiah 53 remains the classic appeal for the doctrine 
of the vicarious atonement: “Surely he has borne our 
griefs and carried our sorrows . . . he was wounded for 
our transgressions, he was bruised for our iniquities; 
the chastisement of our sins was upon him; and with his 
stripes we are healed. All we like sheep have gone 
astray; each one has turned into his own path, but the 
Lord has laid on him the iniquity of us all” (vs. 4, 6). 

Particularly significant is the fact that Christ’s life 
was made “an offering for sin” (Isa. 53:10). Isaiah 
stresses repeatedly the vicarious aspects of the 
Messianic offering when he states “for the transgres- 
sions of my people was he stricken . . . he shall bear 
their iniquities . . . he bare the sin of many” (vs. 8, 11, 
12). Daniel further reminds us that in the prophetic 
scheme of God “Messiah shall be cut off but not for 
himself” (Dan. 9:26). Certainly, the vicarious atone- 
ment of the Messiah of Israel forms one of the great 
pillars upon which rests the entire structure of the 
Judaed-Christian religions. 

Turning to the New Testament, John the Baptist de- 
clares: “Behold the Lamb of God who takes away the 
sin of the world” (John 1:29) and our Savior Himself 
declares His flesh and blood to be the sin offering for 
the whole world (John 6:51). When coupled with 
Paul’s declaration, “the church of God which he pur- 
chased with his own blood” (Acts 20:28), such state- 
ments give an incontrovertible answer to the question, 
“Why did Jesus die?” 

But there is yet another question that demands an 











answer. “For whom did Christ die?” One leading 
school has always maintained that Christ died and 
shed His blood only for those whom God elected. This 
view, commonly known as Calvin’s “limited atone- 
ment,” has many supporters. 

However, John tells us that Christ gave His life as a 
propitiation for our sins, (i.e. the elect) but not for ours 
only but for the sins of the whole world (1 John 2:2). 
Some may quibble about passages which emphasize 
the term “all,” even attempting to make it a restrictive 
term, but they can’t evade John’s usage of “whole” 
(holos). Later, the apostle John quite cogently points 
out that “the whole (holos) world lies in wickedness,” 
or more properly “in the lap of the wicked one” (I 
John 5:19). If we assume that “whole” applies only to 
the elect, then the “whole” world can not “lie in the 
power of the wicked one.” 

It is sometimes urged that Christ’s blood was “suf- 
ficient for the sins of the whole world but efficient for 
those who accept Him.” However, the question con- 
cerns not the sufficiency or efficiency of the sacrifice 
but the identity of those for whom it was offered. 

Some attempt to undercut the substitutionary aspects 
of the atonement by pointing out that while Christ 
died vicariously, His death was not substitutionary. 
This they accomplish by redefining the meaning of the 
word vicarious, (Latin, vicar, “in place of”) so that for 
them, vicarious becomes “one death for the benefit of 
all,” but not literally in place of each individual. 

Such thinkers point out that the Greek preposition 
huper often translated “for” in the New Testament 
has in certain atonement context two separate mean- 
ings. It may mean benefit or substitution. They point 
to such passages as John 15:13; I Timothy 2:5, 6; and 
I Peter 3:18, where huper may denote “benefit or 
advantage.” However, this position neglects the contex- 
tual usage of huper in the New Testament and particu- 
larly those selected pdssages where the preposition 
anti, which they agree is the stronger of the two words, 
appears. 

If anti were used, they say, instead of huper the 
“absolute certainty” of the idea of substitution could 
never be successfully challenged. 


INTERCHANGEABLE WORDS 


But let us consider the facts. In speaking of His sub- 
stitutionary sacrifice, Christ declared, “The Son of: Man 
came to give his life a ransom for (anti) many” (Matt. 
20:28). At the Last Supper, during which Christ em- 
phasized the expiatory nature of Calvary, He said, 
“This is my body which is given for (anti) you (Mark 
10:45). The usage of anti in such passages as “An eye 
for an eye” (Matt. 5:38), “Will he for a fish give him 
a serpent” (Luke 11:11), “Archaelaus reigned in the 
place (anti) of his father Herod” (Matt. 2:22), re- 
veals unmistakably that substitution is the indisputable 
theme and meaning of Christ’s death. 

Consequently, anti as well as huper is used to refer 
to the atonement and since the meaning of huper must 
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be determined. by contextual analysis, the two terms 
appear to be virtually interchangeable in this context, 

To illustrate this, Paul’s statement in II Corinthians 
5—‘“Now then we are ambassadors for Christ ag 
though God did beseech you by us, we pray you in 
Christ’s place (huper) be ye reconciled to God; for he 
has made him who knew no sin to be sin for us” 
(huper emon)—establishes the interchangeability of 
huper with anti. Another instance is Philemon 13; 
“Whom I have retained with me that in thy place 
(huper) he might have ministered unto me.” That 
huper in these instances means in place of is undeni- 
able. 

Another statement of the Apostle Paul—“The love 
of Christ constrains us because we thus judge that if 
one died for all (huper) then all died” (II Cor. 5:14) 
—unquestionably connotes substitution. It would be 
ridiculous to believe that huper would here mean only 
“benefit” since such a rendering would destroy the 
significance of the passage. 


IN OUR STEAD 


Dr. William G. T. Shedd has summed it up: 

“The word ‘for’ or the Greek words anti, huper, dia 
and peri, of which it is the translation admitting of dif- 
ferent senses, may of course be differently applied 
according to the nature of the subject, and yet the doc- 
trine remains unchapged. As it might be proper to say 
that Christ suffered instead of us although it would be 
absurd to say that He suffered instead of our offenses, 
it is sufficient if the different applications of the word 
carry a consistent meaning. To die instead of us and to 
die on account of our offenses perfectly agree. But 
this change of the expression necessarily arises from 
the change of the subject . . . for although dying for our 
benefit is perfectly intelligible, dying for the benefit of 
our offenses is no less absurd than dying instead of 
our offenses. In the light of these facts it is easy to see 
why the New Testament writers employ huper so often 
rather than anti to denote the relation of Christ’s death 
to man’s salvation. The latter preposition excludes the 
idea of benefit or advantage and specifies only the idea 
of substitution. The former may include both ideas. 
Whenever, therefore, the sacred writer would express 
both together and at once, he selects the preposition 
huper. In so doing, he teaches both that Christ died in 
the sinner’s place and for the sinner’s benefit.” 

The epistle to the Hebrews reminds us that the Lord 
Jesus “tasted death for every man” (Heb. 2:9); im 
Ephesians Paul, following the typology of the Old Tes- 
tament, states: “Christ gave himself for us an offering 
and a sacrifice to God” (5:2, 25), and Peter tells us 
that “he bear in his own body our sins upon the tree” 
(I Pet. 2:24). The word for bear, anaphero, “to bear 
sins upon the cross in order to expiate them by suffering 
death,” denotes vicarious sacrifice beyond question. 

Throughout Church history, theologians have tried 
to explain the ramifications of our Lord’s sacrifice. As 
a result, various “theories” were developed. Although 
the heart of the atonement is its vicarious (substitu- 
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tionary) nature, other aspects of it may enlarge upon 
its relationship to the entire plan of God. It is not 
wrong to theorize. The only error that arises is when 
speculation and theorizing run contrary to the ex- 
pressed declaration of Scripture. 


VARIOUS THEORIES 


The various theories of the atonement (Ransom to 
Satan, Recapitulation, Satisfaction, Moral Influence, 
Example, Governmental, Penal, Mystical, etc.) make 
definite contributions to the idea of atonement but by 
themselves they do not deal with the basic issue of 
man’s alienation from God and the necessity of vicar- 
jous reconciNation. 

The Ransom theory maintains that Christ’s death 
was a ransom paid to Satan in order to “cancel the just 
claims which the latter had on man.” Origen, the great 
early Church theologian, propounded this concept, and 
relied upon such passages as Matthew 20:28; I Timo- 
thy 2:6 and Galatians 3:13. 

The difficulty with Origen’s concept is that Satan has 
no claim upon the soul of man; Christ’s death as a 
“ransom” (I Peter 1:18) paid fully the price for the 
transgression of the holy law of God. It was God who 
was offended by man’s transgression, not Satan. True, 
a definite “ransom” or redemption price was neces- 
sary for the human race, but Scripture tells us that it 
was a redemption from the power of sin. 


If the Scripture teaches us anything, it teaches us be- 
yond question that the Lord Jesus Christ is the propi- 
tiation for our sins (Heb. 9:5). God’s righteousness is 
established through His hatred of sin and His satis- 
faction of this antipathy by the death of Jesus Christ. 
Thus God is able to forgive unregenerate men and yet 
continue to maintain his own righteousness. 

Irenaeus, another of the early Church theologians, 
propounded the recapitulation idea that Chiisi’s ueath 
“satisfied” God’s justice or, as Dr. James Orr has ex- 
pressed it, “that Christ recapitulates in himself all the 
stages of human life including those which belong to 
our state as sinners.” The difficulty with Irenaeus’ con- 
cept is that it emphasizes a vicarious life as well as a 
vicarious death. 


JUDGED INADEQUATE 


About vicarious death Scripture leaves no doubt. 
However, there is little if any evidence that Christ 
lived a vicarious life on our behalf. Rather, the Scrip- 
ture teaches us that God imputes to us the righteous- 
ness of Christ, though there is a singular absence of 
emphasis upon His human existence. This so-called re- 


_ capitulation theory of Irenaeus’ was very popular in the 


early Christian church but was eventually replaced by 
the Satisfaction theory of St. Anselm. 

Anselm maintained that God’s righteousness could 
be appeased only in two ways, either by punishment or 
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by satisfaction. God, according to Anselm, chose satis- 
faction instead of punishment. By perfectly obeying 
the law of God, our Lord need not have died under the 
curse of sin. But since He did choose to die for the race, 
reward or benefit of His sacrifice became the property 
of penitent sinners and God’s honor and righteousness 
were satisfied. Anselm’s theory was no doubt a step in 
the right direction. However, he almost completely 
overlooked the penalty of sin which is death (Rom. 
6:23) and the fact that Christ died as a penalty for the 
sins of mankind not merely, as Dr. Louis Berkhof puts 
it, “as a tribute offered to the honor of the Father.” 

Anselm left the door open for a penance system to 
be added to the work of Christ as the Roman Catholic 
Church has done. Berkhof states: “In Anselm’s repre- 
sentation there is merely an external transfer of the 
merits of Christ to man. It contains no indication of the 





way in which the work of Christ for man is communi- 
cated to man. There is no hint of the mystical union of 
Christ and believers, nor of faith as accepting the 
righteousness of Christ. Since the whole transaction ap- 
pears to be rather commercial, the theory is often 
called the commercial theory.” 

Another prominent theory is the moral influence 
theory. According to this view, Christ’s death revealed 
the love of God for the fallen race but the influence of 
the moral character of God as revealed in the sacrifice 
of Christ acts upon the hearts of men in such a way as 
to bring the sinner to a recognition of his own failure 
and the necessity of trusting Christ. 

Not only does this theory rule out vicarious atone- 
ment, but it also rejects altogether the penal concept 
of Christ dying to pay the penalty for human trans-

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Church Groups 
Rethink Basis 
of Capital Punishment 


Capital Punishment—Immoral? 


“Whoso sheddeth man’s blood, by 
man shall his blood be shed... ”. 
(Gen. 9:6) 

Governments for generations have 
followed this early quotation of the 
Bible, simply because capital punish- 
ment was said to be a deterrent to 
crime. 

Nowadays, churchmen are debating 
the issue and taking sides. Most of 
them are voicing strong opposition to 
the death penalty, while politicians are 
divided and law-enforcement officers 
generally favor retaining it. 

Presbyterian delegates to the Gen- 
eral Assembly meeting in Indianapolis 
recently enlisted in the discussion. 
They voted overwhelmingly against 
capital punishment, saying it “cannot 
be condoned” by the Christian con- 
science. 

Other denominational leaders have 
gone on record opposing the death 
sentence for murderers. They include 
the Protestant Episcopal Church, the 


American Baptist Convention, the 
Society of Friends (Quakers), the 
Central Conference of American 


Rabbis, the Protestant Council of the 
City of New York, the Massachusetts 
Council of Churches and the Greater 
Chicago Federation of Churches. The 
Union of American Hebrew Congre- 
gations representing the main voice of 
Reform Judaism, has asked members 
to study and debate the question so it 
can go on record at the general as- 
sembly next November. 

No official word from the US. 
Catholic hierarchy has been expressed, 
but Catholic teaching stresses the 
tight of the state to protect itself 
against serious crimes. Many Catholics 
argue that it is not necessary to put 
criminals to death to protect society. 

Whether killing criminals actually 
deters others is the focal point of the 
debate. Figures are available, say the 
statisticians, to defend both viewpoints. 

Historically, Catholics and Protes- 
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tants have not condemned rulers and 
kings who have executed criminals, 
but accepted it as a fulfillment of their 
Christian duty. The new concept, how- 
ever, opens up new legal, social and 
moral problems not easily solved. 

Some see it as Lord Halifax long 
ago observed: “Men are not hanged 
for stealing horses, but that horses may 
not be stolen.”

Curbs on Smoking 

In Great Britain, where there is less 
tobacco lobbying than there is in the 
United States, the relationship of cig- 
arettes and cancer has been debated in 
Parliament. The Ministers of Health 
and Education have been asked to 
launch a campaign to discourage smok- 
ing by young people and to prevent 
them from business interests encourag- 
ing them to do so. 


Meanwhile the number of deaths 
from cancer-tubes—cork-tip cancer- 
tubes, filter cancer-tubes and king-size 
cancer-tubes—is increasing. In Regina, 
Sask., Dr. Ronald W. Raven told the 
Canadian cancer society that govern- 
ments must take steps to curb smok- 
ing. He held it was proved absolutely 
that the marked increase of death from 
cancer all over the world was because 
of smoking. (DGB) 


Did Lucy Pull a Boner? 


The Roman Catholic Chigch is cur- 
rently at an impasse over the “revela- 
tions” of Sister Lucy, the lone survivor 
of the famous Fatima trio. For accord- 
ing to Roman Catholic tradition, the 
Virgin Mary appeared, in 1917, to 
three Portuguese peasant children, 
Lucia dos Santos, Francisco and Jacinta 
Marto. Over a period of time, the 
Lady of Fatima (so-called because of 
the city of Fatima, Portugal, where the 
visions took place) gave a series of 
revelations to Lucia, the final ones to 
be kept confidential in a sealed en- 
velope, not to be opened till her death 
or 1960, whichever came first. 

Only recently, apparently, Lucy’s 
“secret” has come to light. In essence, 
the statements were: (1) The Blessed 
Virgin is very sad because no ofe 
heeds her message; neither the good 
nor the bad. (2) God is going to pun- 
ish the world, and very soon. In 1960 
the chastisement of heaven will come 
and it will be very great. (3) Many 
nations will disappear from the face 
of the earth, and Russia will be the in- 
strument of chastisement unless all of 
us, by prayer and sacrifice, obtain the 
conversion of that poor nation. 

This “revelation” comes at a very 
bad time from the Catholic standpoint. 
For, if the punishment of God is to 
descend on earth in 1960, what hap- 
pens to the Pope’s ecumenical council, 
scheduled for 1961? This faces the 
hierarchy with quite a dilemma. For,

Christian, But Not American 


By a vote of 59 to 1, the General 
Board of the National Council of 
Churches urged American to “con- 
sider the implications” of the proposed 
“Christian Amendment” sponsored by 
nine members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives. It provides that “this Nation 
devoutly recognizes the authority and 
law of Jesus Christ, Saviour and Ruler 
of Nations . . .” But the Board deems 
it unwise to incorporate such language 
into our constitution. 

The Council reaffirms its “support 
of religious freedom for all people.” It 
says that the amendment could lead to 
denial of religious liberty of non- 
Christian Americans, could embarrass 
the relations of the nation and of the 
churches with the world majority of 
non-Christians and that it downgrades 
the fundamental religious and theolog- 
ical concept of the word, “Christian.” 

It “would strengthen the hands of 
those who desire financial and other 
privileges for Christian churches ready 
and able to secure them.” 


Artificial Insemination 


“AID” (artificial insemination by 
donor) is a “grave infringement” of 
the marriage bond, but cannot be con- 
sidered sinful since no unfaithfulness 
is involved and there is no “sinful 
attraction” toward a third party. So 
read a special committeee report pre- 
sented to the general assembly of the 
Church of Scotland, meeting in Edin- 
burgh. 

Dr. Nevile Davidson, minister of 
Glasgow Cathedral, read the report 
which said that AID is “possibly harm- 
ful” to the wife and “almost inevitably 
harmful” to the husband.

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May 1 Baptized 

The Roman Church is “baptizing” 
May 1 to make the Communist holj- 
day “Christian.” In 1955, Pope Pius 
XII consecrated May 1 to “St. Joseph 
the Carpenter.” Since then various as- 
sociations of Roman Catholic workers 
have sought to increase its religious 
significance. 

This year, the fact that the present 
Pope comes from a very humble agri- 
cultural family was stressed to the ut- 
most. Italian newspapers emphasized 
that the present Pope is the veteran of 
a textile strike 50 years ago. The Pope 
called the day “the feast of Christian 
workers.” He warned against associat- 
ing with atheists (Communists) to 
bring about social justice. 

The whole process is very interest- 
ing from the point of view of the ob- 
server of history. In the same fashion 
the Medieval Church “baptized” the 
great orgy of Bacchus and Satum 
which took place two or three days 
after the shortest day in the year, and 
changed the name of the festival from 
Saturnalia to Christmas. In the same 
fashion the feast of all the witches and 
demons was changed into the feast of 
all the saints. Where great orgies had 
taken place on the last day of October 
and the first day of November the 


| festival was “baptized” All Saints Day, 


and the previous evening was called 
“Holy Evening,” or Halloween, and 
the merrymaking largely given over to 
children. 

In spite of the superstitions attached 
to many of these things, the Papacy 
can be credited for the transformations 
that have taken place at these times. 
The parades of May 1 henceforth will 
not be entirely Communistic. Even 
in Poland and Hungary, Christian 
workers can parade in the name of a 
newly-imposed sanctity. It is a smart 
move in the war against Communism.

Our Lord knew the plan of the ages. 
He knew about the great valley of the 
age of grace between the mountain 
peak of Calvary and the Mount of 
Olives where His feet would stand at 
His glorious return. He had to tum 
upon Peter and say, “Get behind me, 
Satan: You are a hindrance to me: for 
you are not on the side of God, but of 
men” (Matt. 16:23). Paraphrased this 
means: “Peter, Satan would like to keep 
me from the cross. He knows that his 
defeat lies there. But God has a plan 
that is different from that in the mind 
of sinful, selfish Israel. He is about to 
accomplish a task which will make it 
possible for Him to transform sinners 
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into glorious creatures who no longer 
possess an old nature. God is going to 
tule and to govern, but in holiness. His 
plan is eternal. You are ignorant of 
God’s plan, and think only of men’s 
plan.” 

Even when Christ hung on the 
cross, the disciples did not understand 
what was to follow. Mary of Bethany 
was the only one who did. She poured 
anointing oil upon His feet because 
she knew He was going to die. When 
Judas murmured because of the waste, 
the Lord said, “Let her alone: against 
the day of my burying hath she kept 
this’ (John 12:7). And because the 
others did not realize that He was go- 
ing to die and rise again, they did not 
believe in the resurrection. 

On the road to Emmaus the risen 
Lord approached Cleopas and his wife 
and walked with them to their home. 
When they explained their sadness, 
they revealed that they were looking 
for the second coming of the Messiah 
before the first. They cried out in deso- 
lation, “But we had hoped that he was 
the one to redeem Israel” (Luke 24: 
21). What a pitiful confession! Even 
to the last, the disciples were waiting 
in eager expectancy for Jesus to throw 
aside the role they thought He was 
playing, and with lightning stroke, 
break with the rulers and the Romans 
and by His miracle power deliver Is- 
rael and bring in the kindgom. 

But Jesus rebuked them. “O foolish 
men, and slow of heart to believe all 
that the prophets have spoken! Was it 
not necessary that the Christ should 
suffer these things and enter into his 
glory?” (Luke 24:25, 26). Our Lord’s 
first sermon after the resurrection was 
on the theme of the two lines of proph- 
ecy in the Old Testament, and that He 
had come to fulfill the first line as the 
suffering Messiah, before fulfilling the 
prophecies of glory. 

Peter understood it later. In his first 
epistle, Peter writes of these two lines 
of prophecy in the Old Testament, and 
points out that the prophets studied 
their own writings, seeking to under- 
stand the revelation that God had 
made through them. “They inquired 
what person or time was indicated by 
the Spirit of Christ within them when 
predicting the sufferings of Christ and 
the subsequent glory” (I Pet. 1:11). 
The entire age of grace lies between 
the words “Christ and”—the suffer- 
ings of Christ, 1900 and some years, 
and the glory that should follow. 

The key to understanding the great 
plan of God is the realization that the 
promised Messiah was to come to the 
earth on two different occasions for 
two different purposes. He has already 
come and accomplished the first pur- 
pose. He came to redeem individual 
souls from sin. There were those who

His death without sharing the power 
of His resurrection. It is inconceivable 
that we should die with Him to sin 
(thus escaping its penalty) without 
rising with Him to newness of life 
(Rom. 6:1-i1). Similarly, just as a 
woman may remarry if her husband 
dies, so we who “have died to the law 
through the body of Christ” now find 
ourselves married to Him who has 
been raised from the dead (Rom. 7:1- 
4). But it is impossible to escape bond- 
age to the one without contracting 
marriage to the other! 

Indeed, the ultimate purpose of the 
Father’s election and the Son’s death 
is seen to be not our forgiveness but 
our holiness. “He hath chosen us in 
Him before the foundation of the 
world, that we should be holy and 
without blame before Him in love.” 
“Our Savior Jesus Christ . . . gave 
Hifnself for us that He might redeem 
us from all iniquity and purify unto 
Himself a peculiar people, zealous of 
good works.” He “bare our sins in His 
own body on the tree, that we, being 
dead to sins, should live unto right- 
eousness,” “that we being delivered out 
of the hand of our enemies might serve 
Him without fear, in holiness and 
righteousness before Him all the days 
of our life’ (Eph. 1:4; Tit. 2:14; I 
Pet. 2:24; Luke 1:74-75). 

How can we accept the immediate 
purpose of our Savior’s death (forgive- 
ness) and reject the ultimate purpose 
(holiness)? We cannot pick and 
choose which benefits of His death we 
will appropriate. If Christ’s person is 
one, His work is one also. To accept 
Him as Savior is to cry to Him for a 
salvation which is as full as it is free; 
and to cast ourselves upon Him for 
rescue from all the ugly aspects and 
consequences of sin, from its tyranny 
(through His living Lordship) as well 
as from its penalty (through His aton- 
ing work). To divorce His Lordship 
from His Saviorhood is to cut up our 
salvation in an unwarrantable fashion. 

To say this does not mean that 
every born-again Christian is perfect 
or that he never disobeys Christ. He 
may even experience periods of rebel- 
lion and have to renew his surrender 
in penitence and humility. Nor as Dr. 
Harrison argues, does it “rule out the 
necessity for large portions of the prac- 
tical teaching of the epistles.” The 
great ethical sections of the New Tes- 
tament are an exhortation to Chris- 
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tians to “be what they are”, to live out 
in practice what they already are in 
position. “Do you not know . . .?” 
asks St. Paul again and again, imply- 
ing that if only his readers knew what 
they had become in Christ, they would 
live in conformity to their Christian 
standing. 

I am suggesting, therefore, that it is 
as unbiblical as it is unrealistic to di- 
vorce the Lordship from the Savior- 
hood of Jesus Christ. He is “our Lord 
and Savior Jesus Christ,” and saving 
faith is commitment to Him who is 
both Son of God and Savior of men. 

To me, the Scriptures require from 
the sinner such a total and uncondi- 
tional response as not only presupposes 
repentance and includes obedience but 
as unbiblical as it is unrealistic to di- 
grace of God, inevitably in a newness 
of life which is lived unto God and 
unto righteousness.

forced to withdraw from the world of 
things commonly employed for good in 
Christian life and service. 

Birth control is not an end in itself, 
nor is it a means of limiting births only. 
It is a means of protecting other values 
open to couples who desire their entire 
lives to be used to the glory of God. 
These values concern themselves, their 
family, and society. It would be as 
wrong for a Christian couple to have 
children without praying and planning 
according to their understanding of 
God’s will, as not to have children 
without praying. Thus we may con- 
clude that any or all means may be 
right if subject to the prayerful under- 
standing of God’s will for any given 
time. But any means will be wrong if 
not subject to such prayerful seeking 
of God’s will. 

This merely sketches some of the 
thinking incorporated into this helpful 
volume. There is a bibliography ap- 
pended which, unfortunately, is too 
general. It would be more useful if 
limited to selective readings. It is no- 
table, too, for its omissions, such as the 
more prominent sociologists (i.e.— 
Bowman, Barber, Peterson, Magnon, 
Duvall, Becker and Hill, etc.) and 
some important Protestant discussions 
(i.e—Dietrich Bonhoeffer, James Pike, 
Theodor Bovet, etc.). 

While not exhaustive, this is a book 
far in advance of its predecessors. It is 
imperative that thinking pastors and 
Christian counselors be familiar with 
it. None can beg off when the book 
comes in an inexpensive paperback. 
Buying a book, like having a family, 
should be more choice than chance!

RECORD REVIEWS 


CHORAL 


Echoes From a 16th Century Cathedral. 
Roger Wagner Chorale. Capitol P8460. 
Vere Languores (Victoria) ; Hodie Christus Natus 
Est (Sweelinck) ; Alma Redemptoris Mater (Pal- 
estrina); Agnus Dei (Palestrina); Ave Vera 
Virginitas (Des Pres); Super Flumina Babylonis 
(Palestrina). Side Two: Kyrie, Sanctus, Bene- 
dictus, Agnus Dei, from the Missa Secunda 
(Hassler); Cantate Domino (Hassler); Dixit 
Maria (Hassler) ; Exultate Justi (Viadana) ; Dif- 
fusa Est Gratia (Nanini); Ave Maria (Victoria). 


This altogether wonderful album of 
16th century choral masterworks is 
sung immaculately by one of the finest 
choral organizations in the country. Its 
music which will perhaps be unfamiliar 
to many will amply reward those who 
make the effort to know it. 

And it will be an effort. The music 
of 400 years ago is not the music of 
today. These gems were written long 
before Wagner had unleashed, in Tris- 
tan und Isolde, the floods of chroma- 
ticism which were to engulf the musical 
world and to color the thinking of every 
musician writing since his time. This 
music was written before Beethoven 
stood with one foot in the classic past 
and the other in the romantic future 
and thus, colossus-like, spanned two 
worlds in his music. These masterpieces 
were even written before the time of 
Johann Sebastian Bach, who, to many 
of us, signifies the beginning of . music 
as we know it today. 

So, if you have not had the joy of 
making the acquaintance of Palestrina, 
Victoria, and the other masters heard 
on this disc, you will find it unfamiliar 
going at first. But don’t give up and 
abandon this music after just one hear- 
ing 

This is 16th century polyphony, and 
it will sound restrained, austere, and 
perhaps cold and forbidding to ears 
accustomed only to our highly-spiced 
20th century music. Think of it as a 
medieval tapestry in which many beau- 
tiful threads are interwoven. Listen to 
all the voices, as they weave their 
threads of melody in and out. The pat- 
terning of the sound is the thing; there 
are no climaxes as we know them, and 
rarely is the melody on top with the 
accompaniment underneath, as in our 
hymns and songs. Rather, every voice 
throughout the musical fabric is an 
equally-important melody, and to find 
the half-hidden strand of melody takes 
many careful hearings. 

This music, then, is an acquired taste, 
and not for the casual listener in search 
of “entertainment music.” But isn’t al- 
most everything worthwhile an ac- 
quired taste? These masters of 400 years 
ago had a deep understanding of the 
words they set to music, and your own 
comprehension of these texts will be 
strengthened as you study these ancient 
treasures.

The C-Major Mass might possibly be 
termed Beethoven’s “intimate master- 
piece,” for in it he is not the heaven- 
storming giant of the Ninth Symphony 
and the “Missa Solemnis” but rather a 
warm-hearted human being, supplicat- 
ing God for mercy, and joyously sing- 
ing His praise. 

The work receives here an almost 
ideal performance, for the veteran Sir 
Thomas keeps the lyrical and dramatic 
elements of the score in wonderful bal- 
ance. The soloists, the score and its per- 
formance all deserve ample comment, 
but let me content myself with mention- 
ing the passage in the “Gloria” begin- 
ning “Qui tollis peccata mundi” (“Thou 
who tookest upon Thyself the sins of 
the world.”) This is a quartet, beginning 
with an alto solo, of absolutely radiant 
beauty. One realizes that Beethoven 
must have had knowledge of spiritual 
truth to set these ancient liturgical texts 
with such insight. Don’t miss this great 
record.

These three instrumental solo albums 
all seem to be striving for the same re- 
sult, which evidently is to make these 
hymns sound as much like “worldly” 
music as possible. If you admit the 
validity of this aim, then you must also 
grant that these men are eminently suc- 
cessful. If you question, as I do, the 
propriety of making beloved hymns 
sound like dance tunes, then you are 
faced with the question of whether or 
not there is any artistic or spiritual jus- 
tification for these three records. Are 
these men prostituting their undoubted 
gifts, or does playing of this sort meet 
a real need? 

That the latter is the opinion of many 
is evidenced by the fact that this is 
Atwood’s fourth volume of piano solos, 
Hartman’s second, (I seem to recall that 
I enjoyed the first one more), and the 
late Les Barnett of course is well known 
for his many contributions in this realm. 
So I suppose mine is a minority opinion. 
But just wait until you learn to love 
Beethoven’s Kyrie as I do! Then you 
too will awake to the dreadfully tawdry 
quality of much that passes for religious 
music today.

Entirely apart from this 
worthy cause, however, the record may 
be recommended to those who desire 
pleasingly sung performances of these 
hymns. 

Berg is a missionary and not a pro- 
fessional singer, and this can be noticed 
in the fact that his beautiful voice is 
not always used to best advantage. 
There are occasional evidences of strain 
in his vocal production which could be 
eliminated if he would work with a 
competent teacher. 

However, he sings with a spirit and 
enthusiasm that many professionals 
might well envy. In fact, I will gladly 
take a few moments of faulty technique 
if they are necessary to get the many 
delights offered by this young man’s 
singing style. 

As readers of this column know by 
now, I am not particularly entranced by 
the songs sung, but how happily and 
joyously Mr. Berg sings them! He 
almost makes me believe that they are 
good music!

Sideswipes and Sidesteps 


THE CASE FOR THEOLOGY IN LIBERAL 
PERSPECTIVE. L. Harold DeWolf. 
206 pp. 


THE CASE FOR ORTHODOX THEOL-

This represents an adventure in 
publishing. Three different theologians 
were asked to write a defense of their 
theology without knowing who the 
other men were, nor having access to 
their manuscripts. The result is some 
odilities. 

Hordern and DeWolf represent fun- 
damentalism (or conservatism) as the 
third alternative; but Carnell stoutly 
writes off fundamentalism as a defec- 
tive version of orthodoxy. Hordern 
makes sideswipes at fundamentalism 
and liberalism as he works through his 
book; and DeWolf makes sideswipes 
at fundamentalism and neo-orthodoxy. 
But Carnell engages in a family dis- 
pute and, while hardly mentioning the 
other options, gives the fundamen- 
talists a most thorough whipping. The 
one tactical advantage of this is that 
it does make DeWolf and Hordern 
swing at the wrong pitch! 

DeWolf’s effort is easiest the most 
uneven. It is the old liberalism in its 
basic structure, but with some termi- 
nological efforts to make it appear 
more Christian or more biblical or 
more historic. But when the chips are 
down he comes up with the old liberal 
theses—just as if there had been 
no progress in archaeology, biblical 
studies, or theology for 50 years. He 
knows only the poorest examples of 
fundamentalism and engages in a num- 
ber of regrettable ad hominems. 

There are a number of flaws in his 
historical treatments, and some wide- 
open theological contradictions, e.g., 
how can a theologian set out the or- 
thodox pattern of the incomprehensi- 
bility of God and the knowability of 
God, and then write a modernist the- 
ology? 
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DeWolf scolds the early creeds for 
containing intrusions of Greek meta- 
physics. However from my standpoint 
DeWolf shows rio understanding of the 
details of these terminological con- 
flicts within the church; nor the amaz- 
ing self-awareness of the Fathers about 
these terminological difficulties; nor 
the number of times the Fathers 
attempted to introduce biblical termi- 
nology into the creeds. DeWolf, drip- 
ping with criticism of the Fathers, then 
defends his theology from the stand- 
point of conteriporary idealism and its 
vocabulary. And even more regretta- 
ble: when he does defend his doctrine 
of the Trinity and the Person of 
Christ, he defends heresies as old as 
the Fathers, and great big fat heresies 
that the Fathers benighted with Greek 
metaphysics readily rejected! 

DeWolf scolds the early creeds for 
his rejection of natural theology; yet 
DeWolf is guilty of the very sin Barth 
says is resident in nature theology. 
Man uses it as a point of advantage to 
criticize and judge revelation; and this 
is exactly how DeWolf uses his 
own natural theology! Schleiermacher, 
Ritschl, Harnack, or Biedermann are 
still the more credible interpreters of 
religious liberalism. 

Hordern writes for the neo-orthodox 
and is just as much against the or- 
thodox as DeWolf but with two 
exceptions. He deals more with the 
issues and less with ad hominem argu- 
ments; and he does realize_that ortho- 
doxy was trying to save essential 
Christianity. But he thinks orthodoxy 
is defective because it insists that mod- 
ern science and modern criticism have 
not destroyed biblical infallibility. In 
failing to keep up with the times in- 
tellectually, it cannot speak a relevant 
word to the times.

Neo-orthodoxy, writes Hordern, is 
the effort to preserve the uniqueness of 
Scripture, the theological relevance of 
Scripture, and the centrality of Jesus 
Christ while admitting the rights of 
higher criticism and the scientific er- 
rancy of the Scriptures. Certainly Hor- 
dern is under no obligation to mimic 
Barth; but he does represent a neo- 
orthodoxy with a strong modernist 
infiltration which lacks the consist- 
ency of Barth. Hordern, for example, 
throws out the imprecatory Psalms as 
sub-Christian. Barth, however, in a 
seminar once said that we do not all 
hear the Word of God at the same 
places. There could be a time when 
the Church heard the Word of God in 
these Psalms. Rather than purging the 
Bible of such pdssages we must to the 
contrary learn how to listen better. 
Then, too, such kind words as he says 
of Fosdick reveal more of Hordern’s 
spirit than many of his positive asser- 
tions. 

Carnell sets forth a straightforward 
unadorned case for orthodox theology. 
Ofcourse, in this trilogy our sympa- 
thies are naturally with him. His best 
chapter is the one on hermeneutics 
which is the finest single chapter I 
know on the subject (especially if one 
if fully aware of the significance of 
each of his rules). His treatment of 
the fundamentalists will call forth a 
very strong reaction from them, and I 
would remind the good author that the 
fundamentalists for all the shortcom- 
ings they might have are still members 
of the Church. 

I do not think Carnell took enough 
pains in formulating his basic thesis 
(“orthodoxy is that branch of Chris- 
tendom which limits the ground of re- 
ligious authority to the Bible”). But 
how would this thesis fare about the 
year A.D. 100? It seems to me for 
good or bad some sort of concept of 
the Church, or some sort of ecclesi- 
astical statement must be part of a 
definition of orthodoxy—be it just the 
“communion of saints.” Then is not 
orthodoxy a content as well as a prin- 
ciple of authority? Many cults would 
heartily agree to this formal definition 
of authority. Later Carnell does put 
Christ at the center of Scripture, but 
why not put Christ in the main thesis 
and have content as much part of the 
definition of orthodoxy as a formal 
principle of authority? And then what 
has happened to the Reformation doc- 
trine of Word and Spirit and its cor- 
ollary of the witness of the Spirit? 
Were not these part of the classic tra- 
dition of orthodoxy which Carnell so 
greatly emphasizes? 

I have notes here and there for 500 
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pages of review, but these few observa- 
tions must suffice. I deeply regretted 
the fact that neither Hordern or 
DeWolf has read in any depth in or- 
thodox literature. It is my experience 
to date that a well-read orthodox 
scholar is usually much wider read 
than a liberal or neo-orthodox scholar, 
and this trilogy bears this out.

TWO THOUSAND TONGUES TO GO.

When the Editor-in-Chief of ETERN- 
ITy saw the galley proofs of Two Thou- 
sand Tongues to Go, he stayed up 
reading them until 3 .o’clock in the 
morning. Then he waxed eloquent and 
wrote the blurb that appears on the 
jacket of the new book: 

“This is one of the most fascinating 
books of life and adventure that I have 
ever read,” Dr. Barnhouse said. “The 
fact that it is a missionary story does 
not make it any the less thrilling. It is 
a 20th-century Acts of the Apostles. 
The journeys are not to found 
churches in Asia Minor, as Paul did it, 
but in Indian tribes in Mexico and 
South America by the Wycliffe Trans- 
lators. The team of Ethel Wallis and 
Mary Bennett have done a tremendous 
job of research and writing. The story 
follows smoothly with something new 
and gripping on almost every page.” 

Some people might think that Dr. 
Barnhouse had been influenced in his 
judgment because Dr. Bennett, one of 
the co-authors was a former editor 
of ETERNITY, and that one of the 
important pioneers in the Wycliffe 
work, Elisabeth Haven Lathrop, had 
been a secretary and editorial aide. 

But a careful reading of the book 


dispels all such suspicions. There is no 


question but that William Cameron 
Townsend is a modern missionary 
genius and the Wycliffe Bible Trans- 
lators are a phenomenon that can only 
be explained in terms of supernatural 
guidance and direction. 

It is inevitable that adventure will 
come if one sets out to reach the most 
isolated and despised tribes in jungle 
and mountain fastnesses. Yet the real 
lesson of the Wycliffe enterprise lies 
in the organization’s intelligent use 
of scientific descriptive linguistics to 
break down the walls of cultural isola- 
tion. By this means they take the first 
step in identifying themselves with a 
people to learn the language and cul- 
tural patterns. In due time as this pro- 
cess continues the tribal people feel

One soon realizes in reading Two 
Thousand Tongues to Go that more 
than scientific linguistics is involved. 
Just read the story of Marianne Slo- 
cum and her work among the Tzeltals 
of Mexico or that of the Lathrops 
among Tarascans. But there are so 
many examples. Each team of trans- 
lators easily could provide the basis for 
an absorbing full-length adventure 
story, and already some have. 

The writers, Ethel Wallis and Mary 
Bennett, have performed a heroic task 
of telling the intricately detailed story 
of a missionary work that has bur- 
geoned rapidly into one of the major 


movements of the day. The writers 
never attempt to be maudlin but pre- 
senting the stark facts, they produce 
deep emotional reactions.

JUNGLE PILOT: THE LIFE AND WIT- 
NESS OF NATE SAINT Russell T. 
Hitt. Harper. 303 pp. $3.75.

When I heard that my friend Russ 
Hitt was writing a life of Nate Saint, 
my reaction—to be honest—was, an- 
other book on the Auca_ incident? 
What’s there to write about that Betty 
Elliot hasn’t said already?” 

I’ve just finished reading the book, 
and want to say that I was wrong. Not 
that there’s a lot of fresh material 
about Operation Auca and Palm Beach 
in this book. There isn’t, and it was 
hardly to-be expected that there would 
be, since Nate’s carefully kept 39 page 
log was a main source for previous ac- 
counts. 

But Jungle Pilot doesn’t depend 
upon new information for its interest. 
If he had never been a part of Opera- 
tion Auca, Nate’s story would have 
been just as much worth telling. 

Here’s a young man who reminds 
you of Brother Lawrence. But instead 
of spending time in a monastery kit- 
chen, Nate Saint kept busy flying food 
and supplies to isolated jungle outposts, 
airlifting the sick and injured to medi- 
cal facilities, transporting missionaries 
in and out of the jungle. 

Peace there seems to have been 
aplenty in the life and home of Nate 
and Marj Saint, even when they had 
20 overnight guests. But it was the 
peace of bustling activity—‘ Times 
Square on Saturday night,” to use 
Nate’s description of life at Shell Mera. 
It was peace with constant awareness 
of the dangers involved in piloting a 
one-engine plane over the dense jun- 
gle. (Nate described landing on a cer- 


tain airstrip as something like parking 
your car in the garage at 70 miles per 
hour.) 

I find Nate’s respect for human life 
and desire to protect that life—in- 
cluding his own—a healthy, Christian 
concern. Nate was convinced that 
missionaries, like soldiers, must be 
expendable: “People who don’t know 
the Lord ask why in the world we 
waste our lives as missionaries. They 
forgot that they too are expending their 
lives. They forget that when their lives 
are spent and the bubble has burst they 
will have nothing of eternal signifi- 
cance to show for the years they have 
wasted.” But for Nate there was a dif- 
ference between being expended and 
being foolhardy. And so Marj sat at the 
radio receiver during her husband's 
flights, constantly pinpointing the posi- 
tion of his plane on a map in case a 
search party had to go after him. And 
Nate was busy thinking up various 
flight safety devices. 

These are days of dwindling exer- 
cise and respect for authority, especially 
in loosely-knit missionary organiza- 
tions. Here the problem is often height- 
ened by the geopraphic remoteness of 
administration from many scattered 
fields. Some missions are characterized 
by every man’s doing that which is 
right in his own eyes. 

But separated though he was from 
the MAF headquarters in Fullerton, 
Nate appears to have been especially 
careful to maintain respect and obe- 
dience to the authority that was over 
him. You can sense that it wasn’t easy 
for him to report on everything, and 
sometimes there’s a note of “You fel- 
lows would understand if you were 
flying over the jungle with me.” Yet, 
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attitude. His 30 short chapters present 
a many-sided Jonathan Edwards. The 
bibliography is comprehensive. 

Contrary to most popular opinion, 
Dr. Turnbull proves that Edwards was 
not the austere Puritan holding his 
hearers over the flames of hell as his 
major work. He was a family man, rear- 
ing 11 children, interested in his church 
and his community. While he believed 
firmly in the sovereignty of God, the de- 
pravity of man, unconditional election, 
and an eternal hell, his major theme 
was the love of God, and he preached 
more on the mercy and goodness of 
God than on His wrath. 

Dedicated totally to the ministry, a 
profound and original thinker, frugal, 
orderly, disciplined, Edwards set a chal- 
lenging example to all preachers. He 








there it is: he was a man under author- 
ity. 

Nate’s writing is strong writing, 
with figures of speech men will ap- 
preciate. He wrote of thawing out 
ideas that had been in the deep freeze, 
of “gimmicking for the sake of gim- 
micking,” of a pigeonhole of unan- 
swered letters “that looks like a dino- 
saur’s nest.” 


In days of schism and every-man- 
for-himself, the example of Nate and 
the MAF in cooperating with other 
missions and individual missionaries is 
inspiring. Thank God for those who 
serve the Body. 

I have been impressed with the 
strong Christian homes that produced 
four of the five men who died at the 
hands of the Aucas. We get discour- 
aged over the attrition of children 
from Christian homes, but here is 
strong encouragement. The home in 
which Nate grew up was such a home 
—but it was a home with standards. 
And Christian parents who ponder the 
soil that produced Nate will be helped 
as much as their teen-age son who is 
more interested in other aspects of the 
story. (This is one book I want my 
own children to read. And since I have 
a daughter, I’m glad the author has 
done such a good job of describing 
Marj Saint, the girl who caused a lump 
like a football to rise in Nate’s throat 
when he told her of his engagement 
to someone else! There’s a woman!) 

On one occasion prior to the final 
glorious chapter, Nate was acutely 
aware of danger from Aucas. With 
pistol in hand, somewhat unnerved, he 
thought (and later wrote down his 
feelings): “It’s a comforting final 
thought to realize that we are here on 
business for the Lord and that He is 
watching us every moment.” 


And He was! 


The reviewer is editor of His magazine. 
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regularly spent 13 hours a day in his 
study, read everything good he could 
buy or borrow, made notes on all his 
readings, and wrote out in full many of 
his sermons and all in part. 

The Great Awakening in New Eng- 
land started as a result of Edwards’ 
series of sermons on 1 Corinthians 13, 
but it burst out at Enfield, Conn., when 
he preached his famous sermon on 
“Sinners in the Hands of an Angry 
God.” The first time he preached that 
same sermon in Northhampton it made 
little impression. 

Uncompromisingly courageous, Ed- 
wards lost his pastorate over the issue of 
worldliness, and practically went into 
exile in a frontier missionary post. But 
there he did his greatest writing. He 
died at age 54, as president for a few 
months of Princeton. Reading this book 
will put steel into the backbones of 
preachers.

The assassin replied: “I belong only 
to myself.” A practical faith is not 
only one that is founded upon truth as 
we learn through study, it is not 
only one that moves out into vibrant 
everyday living; it is not only one that 
has influence, but it is one that has to 
be shared. It is not something we hold 
alone. 

Today the world cries out: “Give! 
Share! Move out! Provide the an- 
swers! Provide the leadership!” ‘“Pro- 
vide leadership not oply for material 
and military and economic and politi- 
cal affairs, but provide the leadership 
for spiritual things.” 

We cannot keep to ourselves that 
which we know to be the truth, but we 
must move out, not only to influence 
our community but also the world. The 
world is our mission field; it is looking 
to America for the leadership which 
the truth of Jesus Christ can provide. 
We owe it to our fellowman.

anthropology with a knowledge of the 
gospel should go to the Indian tribes. 
And if these missionaries, whatever 
their training and capacities, will im- 
port a great quantity of the love of 
Christ and touch these people on all 
levels with that sacrificial love, there 
can be a great harvest of souls in the 
next decades when Brazil will double 
its population and the vast interior will 
enter the 21st century, having made 
the leap from ox-carts to jet airplanes, 
and forked-stick plowing to giant trac- 
tors, in the shortest span of man’s 
development.

gression. It assumes as a basic premise 
that the human will is capable of re- 
sponse to the moral influence of God 
despite the curse of sin. The Scripture, 
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CHRIST 
Glorified 


however, points out that man is “dead 
in trespasses and sin” (Col. 2:13); the 
energizing of the Holy Spirit alone 
makes possible the volitional act of an 
individual whereby he comes into a 
saving relationship with the Lord Jesus 
Christ (Eph. 2:1). Certainly a moral 
influence is exerted by our Savior’s 
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sacrifice but it alone does not do away 
with the necessity of perfect reconcili- 
ation through the blood of the cross 
(Rom. 5:10, Col. 1:21). 

The moral influence theory leads to 
great subjectivism. The effects of 
Adam’s sin upon the human race can 
never be minimized. In the Fall every 


a 


property of man’s physical, moral and 
spiritual being suffered the effects of 
the Adamic transgression. To assume 
that fallen man is capable of being suc- 
cessfully influenced by God is patently 
anti-biblical. 

Linked with the moral influence 
theory, the example theory teaches 
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God is not so much concerned 
th punishing sin as he is with finding 
bedience in the lives of men. While 
artially true this theory denies the 
spravity of the human being and main- 
lains that Christ’s death was exem- 
plary, not vicarious or penal. It teaches 
that by obedience to Christ’s perfect 
example of selfless love man may find 
his peace with God. This particular 
theory grew out of the Unitarian 
heresy as propounded by Faustus 
Socinus in the 16th century. While 
containing an element of truth, it 
is basically fallacious. The Example 
theory pictures our Lord as no more 
than a perfect human being who set a 
perfect example, but since no one has 
ever been able to perfectly follow his 
example, how can we benefit from 
such a view of His death? 

» While none of these theories are 
adequate in themselves, each contains 
some truth. Certainly Christ’s death 
was a ransom for the sins of the whole 
world (I Tim. 2:6); it was an act of 
reconciliation on God’s part (II Cor. 
5:18, 19; Col. 1:20) and God’s justice 
was perfectly satisfied by our Lord’s 
sacrifice (Col. 2:13). We do not 
shrink from affirming that the atone- 
ment exerts a great moral influence 
over man but not dn influence suffi- 
cient enough to overcome the moral 
degeneration of the Adamic curse. Al- 
though Christ is an example for us to 
*% follow, His death involves far more 
‘9 than exemplary love and obedience. 
The death of our Lord entails more 
than all man’s theories can grasp. To 
understand the atonement of the Lord 
Jesus Christ one must come to view 
the holiness of God and the exceeding 
sinfulness of sin in the radiant light of 
divine revelation. Only as we under- 
stand the fact that no one aspect of 
the atonement fully explains the char- 
acter of the whole, will we come to ap- 
preciate the marvelous display of 
boundless grace which was offered to a 
fallen race by the mercy of a loving 
Creator. 

One thing is clear. The atonement 
is far more than a shallow at-one- 
ment (a popular perversion of the 
translation of the Greek katalagge—to 
reconcile). Rather, it is a sublime dec- 
laration of the fact that God’s justice 
demands perfect satisfaction and that 
this was accomplished once for all 
when “God made him to be sin for us 
who knew no sin and . . . reconciled us 
unto Himself by the death of His Son. 

The Apostle Paul traces the grand 
design of our redemption in I Corin-
